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INTRODUCTION. 


Frequent  inquiries  come  to  this  Department  requesting  informa- 
tion as  to  where  forms  of  constitutions  and  by-laws  for  Farm  Clubs 
and  other  agricultural  organizations  can  be  obtained.  Creamery 
Associations,  Village  Improvement  Societies,  and  Road  Improvement 
Societies  also  write  for  like  information.  To  meet  this  demand,  as 
well  as  to  encourage  the  formation  of  such  local  organizations,  the  fol- 
lowing forms  have  been  selected,  and  are  herein  printed  for  distribu- 
tion. ,  ^ 
The  formation  of  farmers  and  their  families  into  clubs  for  mutual 
improvement  is  possible  in  every  community,  and  experience  has 
proved  that  those  associating  in  this  way,  are  progressing,  both  in 
<  social  refinement  and  intellectual  and  business  capacity,  far  beyond 
their  neighbors  who  have  not  availed  themselves  of  similar  oppor- 
tunities. 

The  principle  involved  is  that  the  many  know  more  than  the  few, 
and  that  the  many  can  do  more  than  the  few,  if  they  are  organized  for 
the  work.  The  Grange  and  the  Alliance  have  demonstrated  that  this 
general  truth  is  particularly  true  as  it  relates  to  the  development 
and  advancement  of  the  agricultural  industry.  The  combined  ex- 
perience of  a  community  expressed  in  the  social  meeting  and  worked 
out  in  a  practical  way  upon  one  or  more  of  the  neighborhood  farms, 
will  start  many  to  thinking  who  otherwise  would  have  been  content 
to  follow  routine  methods,  and  thus  rapidly  developes  such  a  commu- 
nity into  progressive  and  wide-awake  citizens. 

Much  of  the  lack  of  progress  in  the  agricultural  industry  is  due  to 
the  isolated  life  that  farmers  have  heretofore  led,  which  shut  them  off 
from  personal  contact  with  the  most  progressive  and  successful  men 
of  their  own  profession,  as  well  as  from  intercourse  with  wide-awake 
and  advanced  thinkers  in  other  occupations.  A  well  organized  farm- 
ers' club,  properly  conducted,  will  in  a  great  degree  remedy  this 
serious  evil,  and  soon  interest  a  whole  community  in  the  general  wel- 
fare, and  relieve  the  monotony  of  the  old  isolated  farm  life,  by  intro- 
ducing the  delightful  and  profitable  pleasures  of  social  entertain- 
ment and  intelligent  discussion. 

Education  is  now  regarded  as  the  solution  of  most  of  our  trouble- 
some industrial  problems,  and  education  of  farming  people  in  the  line 
of  their  profession,  is  undoubtedly,  the  primary  and  essential  element 
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of  successful  agriculture.  This  education  may  come  in  many  ways, 
through  the  Farm  Club,  the  Grange,  the  Alliance,  the  Farmers'  In- 
stitute, the  country  high  school,  the  Experiment  Station,  or  the  Agri- 
cultural College. 

HoweTcr  it  may  come  to  us,  whether  through  an  advanced  scien- 
tiiic  school  of  agriculture  or  through  a  simple  association  of  neighbors 
in  the  farmers'  club,  one  thing  is  certain,  that  unless  we  avail  our- 
selves of  some  of  these  opportunities  and  secure  the  knowledge  neces- 
sary to  better  understand  the  mysteries  of  our  profession,  our  profes- 
sion will  soon  cease  to  be  profitable  and  the  country  districts  will  be 
abandoned  to  an  unprogressive  and  disheartened  peasantry.  But 
with  all  of  these  educational  facilities  at  hand  we  have  the  means 
for  our  deliverence  at  our  own  doors. 

The  expenses  of  such  organizations  are  not  necessarily  large,  and 
The  time  needed  to  attend  upon  the  meetings  is  not  so  great  as  to  be 
a  serious  interference  with  the  regular  farm  work. 

It  is  hoped  that  those  contemplating  the  organizing  of  clubs  or 
other  associations  for  the  benefit  of  country  people  may  be  aided  in 
their  organization  by  the  forms  of  association  herein  presented.  • 


CONSTITUTION  AND  BY-LAWS  OF  AGRICUL- 
TURAL CLUBS, 

Together  with  Rules  of  Order  and  Order  of  Business.

CONSTITUTION. 
Preamble. 

We,  the  undersigned,  interested  in  agriculture  and  horticulture,  and  desirous 
to  secure  the  benefits  to  be  derived  from  organization,  for  the  purpose  of  practical 
discussion  and  the  promotion  of  the  common  interests  of  our  pursuits,  do  sub- 
scribe the  following  Constitution: 

ARTICLE  I. 
Name. 

This  association  shall  be  styled  and  known  as  the   

Agricultural  Club. 

■       ■  _        ARTICLE  II.  • 

'        '        ^  Objects. 

The  objects  of  this  club  are  to  advance  the  knowledge  and  promote  the  general 
interests  of  agriculture  and  horticulture  in  this  community. 

,        ■  ARTICLE  III. 

.         .  Officers. 

The  ofhcers  shall  consist  of  a  president,  vice-president,  recording  secretary, 
corresponding  secretary,  treasurer  and  librarian. 

.  ■  .  ARTICLE  IV. 

Duties  of  Officers. 

Section  1.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  president  to  preside  at  all  meetings  of 
the  club;  to  enforce  a  due  observance  of  the  Constitution,  By-laws,  and  Rules 
of  Order,  to  assign  topics  of  discussion  at  the  suggestion  of  members.  He  shall 
neither  make  nor  second  any  motion,  but  shall  have  the  privilege  of  taking 
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part  in  the  debate;  and  while  he  has  the  floor  the  meeting  for  the  time  being 
shall  lie  in  charge  of  the  vice-president;  but  the  president  shall  have  no  vote 
unless  the  club  shall  be  equally  divided. 

Section  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  vice-president  to  preside  at  all  times  when 
the  president  is  absent,  and  while  he  shall  have  temporarily  vacated  the  chair. 

Section  3.  The  recording  secretary  shall  keep  a  record  of  the  proceedings  of  the 
club;  also  the  name  of  each  member,  'and  shall  on  the  regular  last  meeting  of 
each  year  prepare  and  read  the  names  of  all  members;  and  he  shall  have  charge 
of  the  archives  of  the  club. 

Section  4.  The  corresponding  secretary  shall  conduct  the  correspondence  of  the 
dull  and  act  as  recording  secretary  in  the  absence  of  that  officer.  He  shall  also 
render  such  assistance  to  the  recording  secretary  as  that  officer  may  require  in 
the  performance  of  his  duties. 

Section  5.  The  treasurer  shall  keep  all  money  belonging  to  the  club,  and  dis- 
burse the  same  under  the  direction  of  the  club,  according  to  its  laws.  He  shall 
collect  all  fees  and  dues  of  members,  and  shall  at  some  time  during  the  month 
of  December  of  each  year  notify  such  as  are  in  arrears  and  request  their  dues. 
He  shall  keep  a  correct  account  of  all  moneys  received  and  expended. 

Section  6.  The  librarian  shall  have  charge  of  the  library  and  its  appurtenances, 
regulating  the  use  of  the  same  by  the  members,  according  to  the  rules  and 
regulations  prescribed.  He  shall  make  a  written  report  of  the  condition  of  the 
library  at  the  annual  meeting,  and  at  such  other  times  as  the  club  may  direct. 
He  shall,  within  one  week,  deliver  to  his  successor  in  office  the  library  and  its 
appurtenances,  and  all  books,  papers  and  documents  in  his  possession  belonging 
to  the  club.  '  .• 

ARTICLE  V. 

Elections. 

All  elections  for  oflicers  shall  be  by  ballot,  and  shall  be  held  at  the  first  regular 
meeting  in  January  of  each  year;  and  their  terms  shall  commence  immediately 
after  their  election,  to  continue  for  one  year,  or  until  others  are  elected  to  fill 
their  places.  In  the  case  of  vacancy  occurring  in  any  office  the  club  shall  go 
immediately  into  an  election  to  fill  the  same.  A  majority  of  all  the  votes  cast 
shall  be  necessary  to  a  choice.  ,  . 

ARTICLE  VI. 

Membership.  "  ■. 

Section  1.  Any  person  interested  in  agriculture  or  horticulture,  and  of  good 
moral  standing,  may  become  a  member  of  this  clul)  by  signing  this  Constitution, 
agreeing  to  support  all  laws  and  regulations  made  in  pursuance  thereof,  and  pay- 
ing fifty  cents  annually  into  the  treasury. 

Section  2.  Honorary  membership  may  be  conferred  in  consideration  of  emi- 
nent character  and  services  in  honor  of  agriculture  or  horticulture,  and  shall  be 
conferred  without  fee  or  dues.  The  recipient  shall  not  be  entitled  to  hold  office, 
but  may  take  part  in  all  discussions  and  vote  on  all  questions. 

ARTICLE  VII. 
Amendments. 

No  alteration,  amendment,  or  addition  can  be  made  to  this  Constitution, 
neither  can  any  part  of  it  be  repealed,  without  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  mem- 
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bers  present.  Any  proposed  alteration,  amendment,  addition,  or  repeal,  must 
be  submitted  in  writing,  filed  with  the  recording  secretary,  and  read  at  two 
regular  meetings  next  preceding  that  on  which  the  vote  is  taken. 

;     ;     .   :  BY-LAWS. 

ARTICLE  I. 

This  club  shall  assemble  weekly  (or  twice  a  month),  on    evenings, 

from  November  1st  to  April  1st,  and  at  such  intervals  thereafter  as  may  be 
agreed  upon  by  the  club,  or  appointed  by  the  president.  The  time  and  place  of 
meeting  may  be  altered  at  any  regular  meeting  of  the  club  by  a  vote  of  two- 
thirds  of  all  of  the  members  present. 

ARTICLE  II. 

Section  1.  Seven  members  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of 
business  of  the  club.  A  less  number  may  meet,  maintain  a  discussion  on  any 
topic,  and  adjourn  to  any  given  time. 

Section  2.  Persons  present,  not  members  of  the  club,  may  be  invited  to  take  part 
in  all  discussions  of  agricultural  topics;  but  they  shall  take  no  part  in  the  busi- 
ness of  the  club. 

ARTICLE  III.  -  . 

Section  1.  If  the  funds  of  the  club  should  be  at  any  time  exhausted,  or  inade- 
quate to  meet  the  demands  contemplated  by  the  Constitution,  there  shall  be  an 
equal  assessment  upon  each  member  to  make  up  the  deficiency. 

Section  2.  No  appropriation  of  money  from  the  funds  of  the  club  shall  be  lawful, 
except  in  furtherance  of  the  objects  contemplated  by  the  Constitution,  as  stated 
in  Article  2,  or  as  especially  provided  by  these  By-laws. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  a  library  established  for  the  use  of  the  club  in  further- 
ance of  the  objects  contemplated  in  Article  2  of  the  Constitution. 

Section  2.  The  library  shall  be  open  to  the  free  use  of  the  members  of  the  club, 
who  shall  not  be  more  than  three  months  indebted  to  the  treasury,  subject  to  the 
prescribed  rules  and  regulations. 

Section  3.  The  library  shall  be  maintained  by  the  surplus  fund,  after  defraying 
the  expenses  of  the  club,  and  by  the  voluntary  contributions  and  donations  of 
the  members,  to  be  duly  accredited  to  each  contributor  and  donor. 

Section  4.  The  library  shall  be  in  charge  of  the  librarian,  as  provided  in  Article 
4,  Section  6,  of  the  Constitution.  There  shall  be  a  standing  library  committee  of 
three  members  appointed  at  each  annual  meeting,  of  whom  the  librarian  shall 
be  one,  and  ex-ofRcio  chairman,  which  shall  have  charge  of  the  purchase  and 
collection  of  books,  papers,  and  pamphlets  for  the  library,  and  perform  such 
other  duties  as  may  be  ordained. 

Section  5.  Rule  1.  No  member  shall  have  from  the  library  more  than  one  (two) 
book  (s)  at  a  time. 

Rule  2.  No  volume  shall  be  retained  longer  than  two  weeks,  under  penalty  of 
a  fine  of  ten  cents  for  the  first  week  of  detention,  and  five  cents  for  every  week 
thereafter. 

Rule  3.  There  shall  be  assessed  for  injuries  as  follows:  1st.  For  an  injury  be- 
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yond  ordinary  wear,  an  amount  proportionate  to  the  injury,  ascertained  by  tiie 
librarian.  2d.  For  tlie  loss  of  the  volume,  the  cost  of  the  book;  and  if  one  of  a 
set,  an  amount  sufficient  to  replace  it,  or  purchase  a  new  volume. 

Rule  4.  No  person  having  incurred  a  fine  shall  be  permitted  to  take  books  from 
the  library  until  the  fine  is  paid. 

ARTICLE  V. 

A  vote  of  two-thirds  of  all  the  members  present  shall  be  required  to  pass  any 
appropriation  of  money  by  the  club,  other  than  for  its  necessary  contingent 
expenses. 

ARTICLE  VL 

Section  1.  Any  member  who  shall  suffer  his  account  with  the  treasurer  to  go 
unsettled  for  more  than  one  year  shall  cease  to  be  considered  as  belonging  to  the 
club,  and  his  name  shall  be  stricken  from  the  roll  accordingly. 

Section  2.  Any  member  who  shall  be  guilty  of  any  gross  violation  of  the  rules 
of  order,  or  of  profane  or  indecent  language  or  conduct,  at  any  of  the  meetings 
of  the  club  shall  be  fined,  reprimanded  or  expelled,  as  the  club  may,  by  a  two- 
thirds  vote,  decide. 

Section  3.  Any  member  who  shall  become  guilty  of  any  heinous  offence  or  dis- 
graceful practice,  such  as  to  render  him  an  unfit  associate,  shall,  on  conviction 
thereof,  be  expelled  from  the  club. 

ARTICLE  VIL  • 

These  By-laws  may  be  amended  in  the  same  manner  as  the  Constitution. 

STANDING  RESOLUTIONS. 

Resolved,  That  after  this  date,  the  weekly  meetings  of  this  club  shall  be  held 

on   ,  at   ,  or  at  the  residence  of  the  members  of  the  club,  at 

  o'clock. 

Resolved,  That  there  shall  be  an  Executive  Committee,  consisting  of  the  presi- 
dent, recording  secretary  and  treasurer,  having  power  to  transact  the  necessary 
business  of  the  club,  during  the  term  when  the  meetings  are  not  held. 


RULES  OF  ORDER. 

1.  No  question  shall  be  stated  unless  moved  by  two  members,  nor  open  for  dis- 
cussion until  stated  by  the  president. 

2.  When  a  member  intends  to  speak  on  a  question,  he  shall  rise  in  his  place 
and  respectfully  address  his  remarks  to  the  chair,  confine  his  remarks  to  the 
question,  and  avoid  personalities.  Should  more  than  one  person  rise  at  the  same 
time,  the  president  shall  determine  who  is  entitled  to  the  floor. 

3.  When  a  member  is  called  to  order  i^y  the  president,  or  any  other  member, 
he  shall  at  once  take  his  seat,  and  every  point  of  order  shall  be  decided  by  the 
president,  without  debate,  subject  to  an  appeal  to  the  club. 

4.  In  case  of  an  appeal  from  the  decision  of  the  chair,  the  question  shall  be  put 
to  the  club  thus:  "Shall  the  decision  of  the  chair  be  sustained?"  which  shall  be 
decided  without  debate. 

5.  No  member  shall  interrupt  another  while  he  is  speaking,  except  to  call  to 

order.  .r  '      ■  •  ^ 
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6.  Any  member  may  call  for  a  division  of  the  question,  when  the  sense  will 
admit  of  it. 

7.  When  any  three  members  call  for  the  yeas  and  nays,  they  shall  be  taken  and 
recorded  on  the  minutes. 

8.  All  resolutions  shall,  when  required  by  the  president  or  any  member,  be 
submitted  in  writing,  and  signed  by  the  member  offering-  the  same. 

9.  Cushing's  "Manual  of  Parlimentary  Practice"  shall  be  adopted  as  authority 
in  all  matters  pertaining  to  parlimentary  order  in  the  club. 

10.  These  rules  may  be  amended  in  the  same  manner  as  the  Constitution  and 
By-laws. 

ORDER  OF  BUSINESS. 

1.  Calling  the  roll  of  officers  and  necessary  filling  of  vacancies. 

2.  Reading  of  minutes  of  last  meeting. 

3.  Reports  of  committees. 

4.  Unfinished  business.  .  .

7.  Has  any  member  any  question  to  ask  for  information  in  regard  to  his  farm, 
stock,  etc.? 

8.  Reading  of  communications  and  essays.

10.  Assignment  of  subject  for  next  discussion.

CONSTITUTION. 
ARTICLE  I. 

Section  1.  The  officers  of  this  association  shall  be  a  president,  vice-president, 
secretary  and  treasurer. 

Section  2.  Their  duties  shall  be  such  as  appertain  to  these  officers. 

Section  3.  Officers  shall  be  elected  annually  at  the  December  meeting,  but  shall 
not  assume  their  duties  until  the  January  meeting. 

ARTICLE  II. 

Section  1.  The  active  members  of  this  club  must  be  engaged  in  agricultural 
pursuits. 

Section  2.  The  club  may  elect  honorary  members  by  a  unanimous  vote. 

Section  3.  Applicants  for  membership  must  have  their  names  submitted  at  the 
meeting  previous  to  their  invitation  and  on  receiving  a  two-thirds  vote  by  ballot, 
shall  be  declared  elected. 

Section  4.  The  membership  shall  not  exceed  fifteen  families. 
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ARTICLE  III. 

Amendments  may  be  made  at  any  regular  meeting  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the 
members  of  the  club. 

BY-LAWS. 

Section  1.  The  club  shall  meet  at  the  residence  of  one  of  the  members  on  the 
first  fourth  day  of  each  month,  except  seventh  month,  at  10  A.  M. 

Section  2.  Tliirty  minutes  after  the  hour  set  for  each  meeting  the  presiding 
officer  shall  call  the  club  to  order  and  the  following  order  of  exercises  shall  be 
observed: 

First.  Reading  and  approving  minutes  of  last  meeting. 
Second.  Election  and  introduction  of  new  members. 
Third.  Answering  referred  questions.  .  . 

Fourth.  Essay,  selection,  recitation. 

Fifth.  Discussion.  .  ;,  ■ 

Sixth.  Miscellaneous  business. 

Section  3.  Invitations  to  the  meetings  shall  be  limited  strictly  to  the  hostess 
of  the  day. 

Section  4.  Five  members  of  the  club  shall  constitute  a  quorum. 
Section  5.  The  annual  dues  shall  be  twenty-five  cents  a  family. 
Section  6.  The  essay  shall  be  prepared  by  host  or  hostess  for  the  following 
meeting. 

Section  7.  All  appointments  not  otherwise  provided  for  shall  be  made  by  the 
president  and  secretary. 
Section  8.  When  voting  by  ballot  each  family  shall  have  two  votes.

Any  person  may  be  come  a  member  of  this  organization  who  is 
elected  at  any  regular  meeting,  and  who  shall  have  complied  with  Section  1,  of 
Article  V,  of  the  By-laws  of  this  organization. 
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Section  2.  The  election  of  members  shall  be  by  ballot;  a  majoi'ity  of  the  mem- 
bers at  any  regular  meeting  being  necessary  to  elect. 

ARTICLE  IV. 
Officers. 

Section  1.  The  officers  of  this  organization  shall  be  a  president,  a  vice-presi- 
dent, corresponding  secretary,  recording  secretary,  editor,  treasurer  and  an 
executive  committee,  consisting  of  three  ladies  and  three  gentlemen,  who  shall 
be  elected  every  four  months,  excepting  the  Treasurer  who  shall  be  elected  for 
one  year. 

ARTICLE  V. 
Elections. 

.  Section  1.  The  election  of  officers  shall  be  by  ballot;  a  majority  of  the  members 
present  at  any  regular  meeting  being  necessary  to  elect. 

Amendment  to  Section  1  of  Article  III. 

Persons  wishing  to  become  members  of  this  organization  shall  make  applica- 
tion to  the  Executive  Committee,  who  may  consider  the  same  and  report  at  any 
regular  meeting,  and  comply  with  Section  1  of  Article  V,  of  the  By-laws  of  this 
organization. 

BY-LAWS. 
ARTICLE  I. 
Duties  of  Officers. 

Section  1.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  president  to  preside  at  all  meetings  of  this 
organization. 

Section  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  vice-president  to  act  in  the  absence  of 
the  President. 

Section  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  corresponding  secretary  to  attend  to  all 
the  correspondence  of  this  organization. 

Section  4.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  recording  secretary  to  keep  an  accurate 
record  of  all  the  proceedings  of  this  organization. 

Section  5.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  editor  to  conduct  the  "Club  Gazette,"  which 
shall  be  the  official  organ  of  this  organization. 

Section  6.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  treasurer  to  receive  all  money  paid  into  the 
club,  and  to  keep  a  correct  account  of  the  same;  to  pay  over  to  his  successor,  at 
the  expiration  of  his  term  of  office,  all  money  remaining  in  the  treasury,  and  to 
give  a  statement  of  the  finances  of  the  club  at  the  annual  meeting;  said  state- 
ment to  be  audited  by  two  auditors  appointed  by  the  president. 

Section  7.  It  shall  lie  the  duty  of  the  executive  committee  to  attend  to  all  mat- 
ters referred  to  them  by  the  club. 

Section  8.  The  executive  committee  shall  appoint  one  member  to  answer  a 
question  specially  assigned,  and  four  members  referred  questions  at  each  regular 
meeting. 

ARTICLE  II. 
Quorum. 

Section  1.  Six  members  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  busi- 
ness at  any  meeting  of  this  organization. 
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ARTICLE  III. 
Amendments. 

Section  1.  The  Constitution  and  By-laws  of  tliis  organization  may  be  amended, 
added  to,  or  repealed  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  members  present  at  any  regu- 
lar meeting. 

Section  2.  Provided,  That  the  said  amendment  is  presented  at  any  meeting 
and  laid  over  till  the  next  I'egular  meeting-. 

ARTICLE  IV. 
Meeting's. 

Section  1.  The  regular  meetings  of  this  organization  shall  be  held  the  Thurs-' 
day  nearest  the  full  moon  of  each  month. 

Section  2.  The  regular  meeting  of  this  organization  held  in  January  shall  be 
the  annual  meeting  at  which  the  officers  to  be  chosen  annually  shall  be  elected. 

Section  'i.  The  regular  meetings  of  this  organization  shall  be  called  to  order 
at  three  (3)  o'clock  P.  M. 

Section  4.  The  corresponding  secretary  shall  call  a  special  meeting-  of  this 
organization  at  the  written  request  of  six  (6)  members.

We,  the  undersigned,  for  the  purpose  of  promoting  our  agricultural  and  social 
interests,  have  formed  ourselves  into  an  association  and  agree  to  be  governed 
by  the  following  constitution: 

Article  1.  This  society  shall  be  known  as  the  West  Grove  Farmers  and  Gar- 
deners' Association. 

Article  2.  The  officers  shall  be  a  president,  recording  secretary,  corresponding 
secretary  and  treasurer. ,  All  of  which  shall  be  elected  by  ballot  at  their  annual 
meeting  in  January,  and  shall  hold  their  office  one  year,  or  until  their  successors 
are  duly  elected. 

Article  3.  The  president  shall  preside  at  the  meetings  of  the  association,  and 
perform  the  usual  duties  pertaining  to  the  office. 

Article  4.  The  recording  secretary  shall  keep  a  regular  record  of  the  proceedings 
of  each  meeting,  and  shall  note  any  important  information  that  may  be  elicited 
during  its  deliberations. 

Article  5.  The  corresponding  secretary  shall  conduct  the  correspondence  of  the 
association,  to  elicit  infomation  on  the  subjects  of  agriculture  from  similar  so- 
cieties and  from  any  other  source,  and  lay  all  such  correspondence  before  its 
meetings. 

Article  6.  The  treasurer  shall  perform  the  usual  duties  of  the  office  in  similar 
associations. 

Article  7.  Each  member  shall  be  required  to  produce  an  essay  upon  the  sub- 
ject of  agriculture  or  horticulture,  to  be  read  at  the  meeting  to  be  held  at  his 
house. 

Article  8.  This  association  shall  meet  at  stated  times  once  a  month  at  the  resi- 
dence of  all  its  members  in  such  alternate  order  as  may  be  hereinafter  prescribed. 

Article  9.  The  association  shall  not  exceed  in  number  sixteen  members,  each  of 
whom  shall  pay  an  admittance  fee  of  twenty-five  cents,  and  until  the  above 
number  is  filled  any  person  may  be  admitted  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the 
members  present. 

Article  10.  This  constitution  may  be  altered  or  amended  at  any  stated  meet- 
ing by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  present,  but  any  proposition  to  that 
effect  must  be  made  at  a  previous  meeting.

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BY-LAWS. 

Section  1.  Any  member  of  this  association  wtio  sliall  absent  himself  from  two 
successive  meetings  without  a  reasonable  or  allowable  excuse,  shall  no  longer 
be  considered  a  member. 

Section  2.  Any  member  not  complying  with  the  seventh  article  of  the  constitu- 
tion shall  pay  a  fine  of  one  dollar  to  the  treasurer  thereof. 

Section  3.  All  conversation  which  is  not  upon  the  subjects  of  agriculture  or 
horticulture  will  be  considered  out  of  order  during  the  sessions  of  the  associa- 
tion. 

Section  4.  All  members  are  required  to  keep  a  register  of  one  or  more  crops, 
with  the  number  of  acres  upon  which  they  were  raised,  and  such  other  informa- 
tion connected  therewith  as  may  appear  to  be  interesting  or  useful,  to  be  handed 
to  the  secretary  for  the  benefit  of  the  association. 

Section  5.  All  members  are  required  to  try  experiments  with  various  fertilizers 
upon  different  crops  and  make  known  to  the  association  the  results,  and  also  to 
introduce  any  rare  vegetable  productions,  whether  of  the  field,  garden  or  or- 
chard. 

Section  6.  All  members  are  required  to  make  and  keep  an  accurate  record  of 
the  result  of  all  experiments  in  breeding,  raising  and  feeding  all  kinds  of  stock, 
the  kind  of  food  fed  thereto,  and  whether  ground  or  unground,  cooked  or  un- 
cooked. 

Section  7.  The  meetings  of  the  association  shall  be  held  in  rotation  at  the  homes 
of  the  members,  taken  in  alphabetical  order  of  the  last  name,  on  the  second 
seventh  day  in  each  month  (except  the  months  of  July  and  August),  at  10  o'clock 
A.  M.,  and  when  several  members  names  commence  with  the  same  letter,  the 

oldest  shall  take  precedence. 
Section  8.  Business  shall  be  conducted  as  follows: 
1st.  Calling  the  roll  and  reading  minutes  of  last  meeting. 
2d.  Unfinished  business,  business  from  last  meeting,  etc. 
3d.  Statements  of  experiments  and  introduction  of  fruits,  seeds,  etc. 
4th  Reading  of  essay  and  consideration  thereof.

CONSTITUTION. 
>   ARTICLE  I. 
Name. 


This  association  shall  be  known  as  the  Farmers'  Union  of  Montgomery  County, 
Worcester,  Pa.  And  this  club  shall  be  in  union  with  all  branch  clubs  m  Mont- 
gomery county,  governed  by  the  same  constitution  and  by-laws. 
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ARTICLE  II. 
Object. 

Section  1.  The  object  of  this  association  shall  be  for  the  welfare  of  farmers, 
to  discuss  topics  to  the  best  interests  of  farming,  to  combine  and  advise  each 
other  and  if  possible  to  regulate  buying  and  selling. 

Section  2.  Experiments  in  farming  and  dairying,  etc.,  may  be  made  and  re- 
ported. 

ARTICLE  III. 
Officers. 

The  officers  of  this  association  shall  consist  of  a  president,  vice  president,  sec- 
retary, assistant  secretary  and  treasurer. 

ARTICLE  IV. 
Duties  of  Officers. 

Section  1.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  president  to  preside  at  all  meetings  of  this 
association,  to  appoint  all  committees,  to  execute  the  laws  and  govern  this  as- 
sociation. 

Section  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  vice  president  to  preside  during  the  ab- 
sence, of  the  president  8.nd  perform  all  the  duties  devolving  upon  that  officer. 

Section  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  secretary  to  read  the  minutes  of  the 
previous  meeting,  keep  account  of  the  proceedings  of  all  meetings  and  attend  to 
all  correspondence. 

Section  4.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  assistant  secretary  to  act  in  the  absence 
of  the  secretary.

Section  1.  All  applications  for  the  organization  of  branch  clulis  must  be  made 
to  the  Farmers'  Union,  of  Montgomery  county,  located  at  Worcester,  Pa. 

Section  2.  All  branch  clulss  shall  be  in  union  with  each  other,  but  each  club 
shall  be  responsible  for  its^own  financial  business  transactions. 

Section  3.  Each  Ijranch  club  shall  admit  its  own  members.  .  . 

Section  4.  All  business  transactions  in  the  several  clulss  shall  be  private. 

Section  5.  All  financial  business  must  be  conducted  on  a  strictly  cash  basis. 

Section  6.  All  meetings  of  the  club,  or  of  any  of  its  branches,  shall  be  open  to 
all  members  of  the  Union. 

Section  7.  Each  member  of  the  LTnion  shall  he  provided  with  a  certificate  of 
membei'ship.  •  .  . 

ARTICLE  IX.  . 

Expulsion.  . 

Any  memlier  not  complying  with  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  Union  may 
be  expelled  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  number  of  votes  cast. 

ARTICLE  X. 
Amendments. 

Section  1.  On  application  of  one-third  of  the  number  of  clubs  in  existence,  a 
revision  of  the  constitution  of  the  Union  may  be  recommended  to  the  Centre 
Point  Club  for  ratification  by  a  committee  consisting  of  three  members  of  each 
of  the  several  clubs,  which  committees  shall  meet  at  Centre  Point  for  that  pur- 
pose. 

Section  2.  Branch  clubs  shall  have  the  privilege  of  making  amendments  to  the 
constitution  and  by-laws  of  their  respective  clubs,  but  such  amendments  shall 
not  conflict  with  the  constitution  and  by-laws  of  the  Union. 

Amendment.  .  . 

An  annual  assessment  of  25  cents  shall  be  laid  upon  each  member,  and  in  ad- 
d"itinn  each  member  shall  pay  to  the  club  one-fourth  of  one  per  cent,  of  all  goods 
purchased  of  the  club.  The  said  one-fourth  of  one  per  cent,  shall  be  added  by 
the  committee  to  each  memlier's  bill  lief  ore  the  bill  be  paid,  and  the  committee 
shall  hand  the  percentage  to  the  treasurer. 

The  annual  assessment  of  2.5  cents  shall  be  paid  at  the  beginning  of  each  year, 
and  whosoever  fails  to  pay  said  assessment  by  April  1st  of  same  year  will  not  be 
deemed  a  member  after  that  time. 


(SYNOPSIS  OF  THE  ACT  OF  THE  LEGISLATURE  OF  PENN- 
SYLVANIA OF  JUNE  U,  181)7,  INCORPORATING  THE  CO- 
LUMBIA COUNTY  AGRICULTURAL,  HORTICULTURAL  AND 
MECHANICAL  ASSOCIATION. 


Section  1.  Be  it  enacted,  &c.,  That  corporations  may  be  formed,  in  the  manner 
herein  mentioned,  by  the  voluntary  association  of  five  or  more  persons,  or  as 
otherwise  hereafter  provided,  for  the  purpose  of  educating  the  public  by  ex- 
hibiting artistic,  mechanical,  agricultural  and  horticultural  products  and  pro- 
viding public  instruction  in  the  arts  and  sciences:  Provided,  however,  That  no 
such  company  shall  be  organized  for  profit,  but  all  contributions  thereto  by 
members  or  others,  and  all  proceeds  realized  from  the  business  of  such  com- 
pany, shall  be  applied  to  the  purposes  declared  in  its  charter.  When  so  formed, 
such  company,  by  virtue  of  its  existence  shall  have  the  following  powers: 

First.  To  have  perpetual  succession  by  its  corporate  name,  subject  to  the 
power  of  the  General  Assembly  and  the  Constitution  of  the  Commonwealth. 

Second.  To  maintain  and  defend  judicial  proceedings. 

Third.  To  make  and  use  a  common  seal  and  alter  the  same  at  pleasure,  and  to 
accept  and  use  contributions  and  loans,  from  its  members,  or  others,  of  money 
or  property,  real  or  personal,  as  may  be  advantageous  to  the  purpose  of  its  or- 
ganization. 

Fourth.  To  hold,  purchase,  maintain,  lease,  mortgage,  sell  and  transfer  real 
and  personal  property  as  the  purposes  of  the  corporation  may  require,  and  the 
right  also  to  enter  upon,  take  and  occupy  such  leasements  and  other  property, 
as  may  be  required,  from  time  to  time,  for  the  purpose  of  its  corporation. 

Fifth.  To  appoint  and  remove  and  suitably  compensate  such  officers  and  agents 
as  the  business  of  the  company  requires. 

Sixth.  To  make  by-laws,  not  inconsistent  with  law,  regulating  its  membership 
and  the  election  of  Its  officers  and  directors  and  the  management  of  its  property 
and  business  affairs. 

Seventh.  To  enter  into  any  obligation  necessary  for  the  transaction  of  its  busi- 
ness. 

Section  5.  Any  company,  hertofore  incorporated,  not  for  profit,  and  for  any  of 
the  purposes  named  in  this  act,  upon  accepting  the  provisions  of  this  act  in 
writing  under  the  seal  of  the  corporation,  filed  in  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of 
the  Commonwealth,  together  with  a  surrender  of  its  letter-patent  or  charter, 
which  shall  be  filed  with  such  certificate,  shall  thereupon  become  and  be  a  body 
corporate  hereunder  and  shall  be  entitled  to  and  possessed  of  all  the  privileges, 
franchises  and  powers  conferred  by  this  act  upon  corporations  to  be  created 
under  this  act,  &c.

January  20,  1894,  the  following  by-laws  and  regulations  were  adopted: 

BY-LAWS. 
ARTICLE  I. 
Name. 

The  name  of  this  corporation  shall  be  the  Columbia  County  Agricultural,  Hor- 
ticultural and  Mechanical  Association. 

ARTICLE  II. 

Objects. 

The  object  of  this  association  shall  be  to  encourage  the  arts  and  sciences,  to 
foster  and  improve  agriculture,  horticulture  and  mechanics. 

ARTICLE  Til. 
'   '  '  Members. 

Section  1.  The  association  shall  consist  of  such  persons  as  shall  signify  their 
wish  to  become  members  and  shall  pay  to  the  treasurer  or  some  other  properly 
authorized  person  or  officer  of  the  association  an  initiation  fee  of  one  dollar  or 
more,  as  hereinafter  provided. 

Section  2.  The  initiation  fee  of  new  members  shall  be  paid  on  or  before  Dec. 
1st  to  entitle  such  member  to  vote  at  the  annual  election  following. 
.  Section  3.  Whenever  a  member  shall  apepar  by  the  books  of  the  treasurer  to 
have  paid  ten  dollars  in  annual  dues,  he  shall  thereafter  be  exempt  from  the 
payment  of  annual  dues,  provided  that  said  sum  of  ten  dollars  may  be  paid  at 
the  option  of  the  member,  either  all  at  once,  or  in  any  sum  annually  not  less  than 
one  dollar  until  the  whole  be  paid.  And  provided  also  that  any  member  who  has 
already  paid  in  the  sum  of  ten  dollars  as  appears  on  the  books  of  the  treasurer 
shall  be  placed  on  the  list  of  perpetual  members.

Such  person 
after  having  forfeited  his  membership  can  re-unite  with  the  association  and  be- 
come a  member  by  complying  with  all  the  conditions  and  requirements  govern- 
ing his  original  entry  to  membership.

Section  1  There  shall  be  an  executive  committee  which  shall  consist  of  the 
officers  of  the  association  and  three  members  to  be  elected  by  the  association 
at  the  same  time  and  for  a  like  term  as  the  said  officers. 

Section  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  executive  committee  to  transact  the  busi- 
ness of  the  association  generally;  shall  superintend  and  direct  the  publication 
of  .such  reports  and  transactions  as  they  may  deem  proper;  shall  designate  the 
time  for  exhibitions,  regulate  the  expenditures,  and  keep  such  general  charge  of 
the  affairs  of  the  association  as  may  best  promote  its  interests. 

Section  3.  They  shall  elect  their  own  chairman  and  meet  quarterly,  and  at  any 
other  time  when  convened  by  the  chairman.

Section  4  An  auditing  committee  shall  be  elected  annually  by  the  association, 
who  shall  examine  the  accounts  of  the  treasurer  and  secretary  and  report  on 
the  same  at  the  next  meeting.

Section  1.  The  president  shall  have  a  general  superintendence  of  the  affairs  of 
the  association.  In  case  of  the  death,  resignation  or  inability  of  the  president 
to  perform  the  duties  of  his  office,  the  executive  committee  shall  select  one  of  the 
Vic. -presidents  to  act  in  his  stead,  who  shall  have  the  same  power  and  perform 
the  same  duties  as  the  president  until  the  next  election.

The  association  shall  meet  annually  on  the  third  Saturday  of  January,  at  the 
place  designated  by  the  executive  committee,  when  all  officers  of  the  association 
shall  be  elected  by  ballot  (no  person  being  allowed  to  vote  except  those  holding 
membership  tickets  or  certificates  of  perpetual  membership),  for  the  ensuing 
year  and  until  another  election.  At  least  two  weeks  public  notice  must  be  given 
of  these  annual  meetings  by  the  executive  committee.

CONSTITUTION. 
ARTICLE  I. 


This  Association  shall  he  known  as  the  Agricultural  and  Horticultural  Asso- 
ciation of  Lebanon  County,  Pennsylvania,  and  its  object  shall  he  the  promotion 
and  advancement  of  the  science  and  art  of  Agriculture  and  Horticulture. 


ARTICLE  II. 


Any  person  of  good  moral  character,  a  resident  of  Lebanon  county,  who  is  en- 
gaged in  agriculture  or  horticulture  pursuits,  or  whose  interests  harmonize  there- 
with may  become  an  active  member  of  this  association  upon  paying  the  regular 
admission  fee  and  receiving  a  majority  of  all  the  votes  cast  by  members  present. 


ARTICLE  III. 


The  officers  of  this  association  shall  consist  of  a  president,  three  vice  presi- 
dents one  recording  secretary,  one  corresponding  secretary,  one  treasurer,  one 
reporter,  one  entomologist,  one  botanist,  one  chemist  and  one  geologist,  and  one 
machinist,  one  representative  to  State  Board  of  Agriculture  and  such  others  as 
the  association  may  see  proper  to  elect  for  the  benefit  of  the  association. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

The  association  may  from  time  to  time  elect  such  committees,  or  authorize  the 
president  to  appoint  the  same,  as  may  be  necessary  to  the  best  interest  of  the 
Association. 

ARTICLE  V.  ■  .  ;:' 

This  Association  may  at  any  time  elect  honorary  members.  ■ 

ARTICLE  VL 

This  Association  shall  hold  three  regular  meeting  in  each  year,  the  first  to  be 
held  on  the  second  Tuesday  in  January,  at  which  meeting  the  officers  shall  be 
elected,  the  second  on  the  second  Tuesday  in  June,  and  the  third  on  the  second 
Tuesday  in  October. 

ARTICLE  VIL 

Section  1.  Meetings  shall  be  held  in  different  agricultural  sections  of  the 
county  most  convenient  to  the  members  on  account  of  travel  and  other  facul- 
ties and  he  as  equally  divided  among  the  different  sections  of  the  county  as  pos- 
sible   Place  of  meeting  to  be  decided  upon  at  previous  meeting. 

Section  2  If  for  any  reason  the  association  should  fail  to  determine  upon  a 
place  Of  meeting  the  executive  committee,  which  shall  consist  of  all  the  elective 
officers,  shall  decide  upon  a  place,  and  the  recording  secretary  shall  notify  the 
members  of  such  action. 
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ARTICLE  VIII.

Section  1.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  botanist  to  report  on  the  different  weeds, 
grains,  grasses,  etc.;  naine  specimens  offered;  give  best  methods  for  the  exter- 
mination of  the  injurious  plants  and  for  the  cultivation  of  the  worthy  ones;  and 
perform  such  other  duties  as  appertain  to  his  office. 

ARTICLE  XVII. 
Chemist.  . 

Section  1.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  chemist  to  determine  and  explain  the 
properties  and  values  of  grain,  feed,  fertilizers,  etc.,  and  report  the  same  to  the 
association.

Geologist. 

Section  1.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  geologist  to  report  on  the  different  forma- 
tions of  the  earth  and  explain  the  nature  of  specimens  offered,  with  their  use 
and  value;  and  perform  such  other  duties  as  pertain  to  his  offic:e. 

ARTICLE  XIX. 
Machinist. 

Section  1.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  machinist  to  carefully  test  and  examine 
all  machines  or  devices  which  may  be  offered  to  the  farmers  of  this  county  and 
make  an  unbiased  report  of  the  same,  explaining  the  merits  or  demerits  of  said 
machine  or  device,  to  this  association:  and  perform  such  other  duties  as  may

ARTICLE  XX.  ■

Bc.clion  1.  Any  person  of  good  moral  character,  whose  interests  harmonize 
with  those  for  which  this  association  is  intended,  can  become  an  honorary  mem- 
ber upon  applying  to  the  recording  secretary  and  receiving  a  majority  of  all 
votes  cast  by  those  present.

CO-OPERATIVE  CREAMERIES. 


T.  L.  HAECKER. 

When  considering  the  advisability  of  starting  a  creamery  in  any  locality,  the 
first  thing  to  do  is  to  ascertain  if  the  required  number  of  cows  can  be  secured 
within  a  radius  of  four  or  five  miles,  which  is  about  as  far  as  milk  can  profitably 
be  hauled.  If  less  than  four  hundred  cows  are  secured  we  would  advise  that 
the  project  be  dropped,  as  it  is  diflicult  to  make  it  a  success  with  less. 

ORGANIZATION. 

If  the  required  number  of  cows  can  be  pledged  within  the  limits  prescribed, 
the  next  thing  is  the  organization.  In  this  matter  as  in  most  all  other  enter- 
prises it  is  well  to  follow  the  course  pursued  by  the  successful  creameries.  One 
of  \he  chief  agencies  of  success  in  the  Freeborn  county  creameries  is  their 
method  of  organization.  They  do  their  own  organizing  and  have  nothing  what- 
ever to  do  with  agents  who  are  going  through  the  country  offering  to  work  up  a 
creamery  company  in  any  neighborhood,  soliciting  the  stock  and  getting  out 
the  articles  of  incorporation,  building  the  creamery  and  equipping  it  and  turn- 
ino-  it  over  to  an  association  of  farmers  at  a  given  price.  This  of  course  seems 
like  a  very  nice  way,  as  it  relieves  the  members  of  the  creamery  association  of 
all  the  preliminary  work  in  the  organization  of  the  creamery,  but  it  is  expensive 
as  ou  sMe  parties  can  not  do  it  so  cheaply  and  effectively  as  it  can  be  done  by 
the  farmers  living  in  the  neighborhood.  In  the  long  run  it  is  not  to  he  mterest 
Of  suppTy  houses  to  do  this  part  of  the  work,  for  in  every  case  where  these  ready 
built  ani  equipped  creameries  have  been  turned  over  to  the  farmers  they  soon 
discovered  that  they  paid  from  $500  to  $2,000  more  for  the  plant  than  it  was 
o'th  Which  create!  dissatisfaction  with  the  house  they  dealt  with  and  it  loses

When  the  required  number  of  patrons  and  cows  have  been  secured,  call  a 
meeting  of  the  patrons  and  perfect  the  organization  by  adopting  and  signing 
articles  of  agreement.  We  give  below  articles  of  agreement  and  by-laws,  which 
are  in  use  by  the  Freeborn  county  creameries,  and  have  been  found  to  be  very 
satisfactory.  Of  course  such  changes  could  be  made  in  these  as  might  be  desired. 
It  will  be  noticed  that  article  two  of  the  by-laws,  provides  that  five  cents  on 
each  one  hundred  pounds  of  milk  received  at  the  creamery  shall  be  retained  to 
form  a  sinking  fund,  to  be  used  to  pay  off  the  money  borrowed.  And,  that  arti- 
cle four  of  the  agreement  authorizes  the  board  of  directors  to  borrow  the  sum 
required,  the  loan  to  be  paid  back  out  of  the  sinking  fund  as  fast  as  it  is  ac- 
cumulated. 

This  plan  enables  the  creamery  association  to  start  without  the  individual 
patrons  being  required  to  raise  the  cash,  and  at  the  same  time  it  gives  the 
creamery  the  ready  cash  to  buy  their  lumber,  materials  and  machinery,  so  as  to 
obtain  the  benefit  of  the  lowest  cash  prices. 

The  five  cents  per  hundred  pounds  that  is  deducted  from  the  amount  of  milk 
taken  to  the  creamery  is  not  felt  by  the  patrons,  as  even  after  this  is  taken  out 
they  will  get  more  out  of  their  milk  than  they  have  been  getting  by  making  it 
into  butter  themselves,  so  that  the  creamery  is  gradually  paying  for  itself,  with- 
out expense  to  the  patrons. 

Under  this  plan,  a  creamery  that  is  receiving  milk  from  five  hundred  cows 
should  be  getting  ten  thousand  pounds  of  milk  a  day,  if  five  cents  per  hundred  of 
this  went  into  the  sinking  fund,  it  would  be  five  dollars  a  day;  so  that  it  would 
require  from  a  year  to  a  year  and  a  half  to  pay  off  the  loan,  and  have  the 
creamery  clear  under  this  plan,  on  a  creamery  receiving  the  amount  of  milk 
stated  above. 

The  following  agreement  of  organization,  articles  of  association  and  by-laws 
are  used  by  the  Freeborn  county  creameries; 

ORGANIZATION  AGREEMENT. 

We,  the  undersigned  citizens  of   county,  state  of  Minne- 
sota, do  hereby  agree  to  form  ourselves  into  an  association  to  be  known  by  the 

name  of  the    Association,  and  we  agree  to  borrow

it  with  the  necessary  machinery,  and  jointly,  to  become  personally  responsiljle 
for  the  sum  borrowed,  including  interest.

have  been  duly  elected  and  qualified. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

The  duties  of  the  respective  officers  shall  be  as  follows:  The  president  shall 
preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  association,  sign  all  drafts  and  pay  over  o  the 
Treasurer  all  moneys  which  shall  have  come  into  his  possession  by  virtue  of 
h-s  official  position,  taking  the  treasurer's  receipts  therefor.

Said  members  of  said  board 
may  borrow  said  money  on  their  individual  responsibility,  and  in  case  they  shall 
do  so,  then  the  sinking  fund  herein  provided  for  shall  by  them  be  applied  in  pay- 
ment of  such  borrowed  moneys  as  the  same  fall  due  in  the  same  manner  as 
though  said  moneys  had  been  borrowed  by  the  association.  Said  members  of  the 
board  in  such  case  shall  be  held  to  be  creditors  of  the  association  to  the  amount 
of  such  moneys  unpaid,  and  the  several  members  of  said  association  shall 
be  personally  responsible,  jointly  and  severally,  for  the  same:  Provided,  how- 
ever, that  prior  to  any  legal  assertion  of  such  individual  responsibility,  the  entire 
sinking  fund  then  accrued  and  on  hand  shall  be  applied  upon  such  indebtedness. 
And  provided  further.  That  said  members  so  borrowing  said  moneys  may  if  they 
so  elect,  demand  and  receive  any  part  or  all  of  the  moneys  received  from  product 
sold,  then  in  the  possession  of  the  association,  upon  such  indebtedness  before 
enforcing  such  personal  responsibility.  In  which  case  only  that  part  of  such  in- 
debtedness remaining  after  applying  thereon  all  sums  so  received  shall  be  re- 
covered or  demanded  from  the  members  of  the  association. 


The  several  members  shall  furnish  all  the  milk  from  all  the  cows  subscribed 
by  each,  all  milk  to  be  sound,  fresh,  unadulterated,  pure  and  unskimmed,  and 
patrons  of  the  association  not  members,  may  by  agreement  with  the  board  of 
trustees  furnish  such  amounts  of  milk  as  may  be  agreed  upon.  The  association 
shall  receive  all  such  milk  so  furnished,  manufacture  the  same  into  butter, 
cheese,  or  both,  and  sell  and  receive  all  moneys  from  the  product;  and  from  the 
moneys  so  received  deduct  such  a  percentage  thereof,  or  such  a  number  of  cents 
per  one  hundred  pounds  of  milk  as  shall  have  been  agreed  upon  by  the  associa- 
tion in  the  by-laws  or  otherwise,  and  also  deduct  the  running  expenses  of  the 
ereaniery,  the  remainder  thereof  to  be  distributed  as  provided  in  Article  IV 
hereof. 


Each  member  shall  be  entitled  to  one  vote  only  at  any  meeting  of  the  associa- 
tion. New  members  may  be  admitted  as  provided  in  the  by-laws.  Members 
shall  be  permitted  to  withdraw  only  as  provided  in  the  by-laws. 


The  constitution  may  be  amended  at  any  annual  meeting,  or  at  any  special 
meeting  called  for  that  purpose,  provided  that  two-thirds  of  all  members  present 
vote  in  favor  of  such  change:  And  provided  further.  That  at  least  one  month's 
notice  of  such  proposed  amendment  shall  have  been  given  in  such  manner  as  may 
be  provided  in  the  by-laws,  or  otherwise  by  the  associations.

No  milk  shall  be  received  or  business  of  any  kind  transacted  at  the  creamery 
on  Sundays.

association,  and  also  all  claims  for  milk  theretofore  delivered  to  the  association. 
But  no  such  forfeiture  shall  be  adjudged  without  flrst  affording  to  the  member  or 
natron  charged  with  having  so  skimmed,  watered  or  adulterated  his  milk,  full 
opportunity  to  defend  himself  from  such  charge.  Any  member  sending  to  the 
creamery  any  bloody  or  unhealthy  milk,  or  any  milk  from  any  cow  within  ou 
days  after  diving,  shall,  if  convicted  of  having  so  done  knowingly,  forfeit  as 
prescribed  above  in  this  section.

_  Notice  of  any  proposed  amendment  to  the  constitution  shall  be  in  writing  or 
printing,  and  shall  be  kept  posted  prominently  in  the  creamery  building  and 
also  on  the  walls  of  the  delivery  department  for  the  reception  of  milk. 

THE  CREAMERY  BUILDING. 

After  the  organization  of  a  creamery  association,  the  universal  inquiry  is: 
"What  kind  of  a  building  is  It  necessary  to  construct  and  can  you  furnish  us 
plans  for  same?"  In  order  that  we  may  be  able  to  intelligently  answer  these  in- 
quiries we  requested  the  creamery  supply  house  in  the  state  to  furnish  us  with 
a  plan  of  a  model  creamery  building:  in  reply  to  this  request  two  of  the  firms 
kindly  responded  and  the  plans  are  given  below.

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Plan  NO  1,  which  is  furnished  by  the  Creamery  Package  Company,  of  Man- 
kato.  provides  for  a  creamery  20x38  with  an  engine  and  boiler  and  coal  room  16x 
22  and  will  cost  from  $600  to  $800  according  to  location,  and  if  stone  and  lumber 
is'brought  to  the  creamery  site  by  the  members  of  the  association.  The  equip- 
ments of  the  creamery  will  cost  from  $1,500  to  $2,000  according  to  the  number  of 
separators.

THE  PROFITS  OF  DAIRYING. 


A  very  good  article  on  the  advantages  of  dairying  has  been  written  by  J.  W. 
Newton,  Stowe,  Vt.,  who  speaks  whereof  he  knows,  being  a  practical  man.  He 
says: 

"The  first  advantage  of  dairying  is  that  it  takes  less  fertility  from  the  soil  than 


other  branches  of  farming,  sugar-making  alone  excepted.  Authorities  differ, 
but  the  following  figures  are  approximately  correct,  round  numbers  being  given. 
A  ton  of  each  product  mentioned  below  takes  fertilizing  material  from  the  soil  as 
indicated  by  the  figures: 

Corn,    $6  00 

Oats,    7  50 

Hay,    6  00 

Clover   9  00 

Potatoes,    2  00 

Fat  oxen   12  00 

Milk   2  50 

Cheese   21  00 

Butter   50 


"A  ton  of  wheat  takes  seven  dollars  out  of  the  farm  and  sells  for  less  than 
sixteen  dollars.  A  ton  of  butter  takes  fifty  cents  worth  of  plant  food  from  the 
farm  and  sells  for  from  four  to  six  hundred  dollars.    Comment  is  needless. 

"Second.  Butter  is  a  condensed  product.  Nothing  can  be  made  or  grown  on 
the  farm  which  brings  as  much  per  pound.  Farms  remote  from  market,  and 
communities  far  from  railroad  can  send  butter  from  the  farm  or  creamery  with 
the  least  possible  expense.  Hardly  any  other  farm  product  can  be  loaded,  a 
hundred  to  a  thousand  dollars  worth  at  a  time,  upon  a  wagon  and  drawn  to  a 
shipping  point  so  readily  as  can  butter.  The  dairyman  can  condense  tons  of 
fodder  and  crops  grown  on  the  farm  into  dairy  products  and  send  them  to  market 
in  compact  and  portable  form. 

"Third.  Butter  is  a  finished  product.    It  is  made  ready  for  the  consumer  either 
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in  the  private  dairy  or  local  factory  or  creamery.  The  only  exception  is  where 
cream  is  sent  long  distances  to  a  central  station  from  skimming  stations  scat- 
tered over  a  large  section  of  country.  But  this  exception  only  proves  the  rule. 
Much  that  is  produced  on  the  farm  is  raw  material,  and  must  be  manufactured 
or  otherwise  prepared  for  use  after  leaving  the  farm. 

"Fourth.  Dairying  brings  in  a  constant  income.  The  man  who  sells  crops  of 
any  kind  has  to  wait  until  he  can  market  his  products  once  a  year.  There  is 
little  satisfaction  in  this.  It  is  unbusinesslike  to  go  without  cash  lifty-one  weeks 
and  then  have  a  lot  of  money  come  in  at  one  time.  The  dairyman  has  an  income 
nearly  or  quite  fifty-two  weeks  in  a  year. 

"Fifth.  Dairying  gives  constant  remunerative  employment.  The  grain  or 
potato  grower  must  spend  a  large  part  of  the  year  in  enforced  and  demoralizing 
idleness,  but  the  dairyman  finds  profitable  work  through  the  year,  and  his  work 
is  most  profitable  in  the  winter  time. 

"Sixth.  On  the  dairy  farm  the  work  is  better  divided.  The  grain  harvest  comes 
so  close  to  haying  that  it  often  gets  mixed  up  with  it  to  the  detriment  of  both; 
but  where  corn  is  grown  and  put  into  the  soil  for  dairy  feed,  and  not  so  much  or 
no  grain  raised,  the  harvests  are  several  weeks  apart.  Then  in  winter  dairying, 
there  is  a  let  up  in  the  dairy  work  at  the  busiest  season  of  the  year  on  the  farm, 
while  the  dairy  needs  the  most  work  when  other  farm  work  is  lightest. 

"Seventh.  Skill  and  brain  work  get  better  pay  in  dairying  than  in  any  other 
branch  of  farming.  To  produce  fine  dairy  products  requires  something  besides 
hard  work.  The  dairyman  must  have  knowledge  and  skill  and  exercise  great 
care.  These  are  required  in  breeding  and  feeding  dairy  cows,  and  in  handling 
dairy  products.  And  the  care  bestowed  and  the  skill  exercised  get  pay  in  hard 
cash  as  they  do  in  no  other  branch  of  farming. 

"Eighth.  There  is  more  room  at  the  top,  greater  opportunity  to  improve  than  in 
any  other  farm  work.  Cows  produce  from  150  to  500  lbs.  of  butter  per  year,  and 
butter  sells  from  ten  cents  to  one  dollar  per  pound.  No  other  branch  of  agricul- 
tui-e  shows  anything  like  this,  or  gives  such  a  chance  to  rise. 

"Ninth.  Take  the  country  through,  there  is  no  kind  of  farm  work  so  well  suited 
to  women  a.s  dairying. 

"Tenth.  Dairying  leads  to  thoughtfulness  for  the  comfort  of  animals  and  thus 
lends  to  morality.  There  is  something  demoralizing  about  horses.  Men  who 
work  in  horse  stables  are  rough,  as  a  rule,  but  cows  have  an  opposite  influence. 
To  do  her  best,  the  cow  must  be  made  as  comfortable  as  possible  in  every  way. 
She  will  tolerate  no  neglect  or  cruelty.  She  is  a  teacher  of  gentleness  arid  kind- 
ness. 

"Eleventh.  Dairying  is  the  most  progressive  branch  of  farming.  Think  of 
the  changes  for  the  better  that  five  years  have  brought,  the  Babcock  test,  the 
improvements  in  separators,  etc. 

"Twelfth.  Dairying  pays  better  than  any  other  branch  of  farming,  both  actually 
and  prospectively.  Look  at  the  prices  of  farm  products.  Take  wheat  or  sheep 
and  wool  or  horses,  and  see  how  prices  have  dropped.  The  prospect  is  poor  for 
many  other  products,  but  butter  is  as  high  in  most  markets  or  but  a  little  lower 
than  it  has  been  for  several  years. 

"There  is  no  business  which  holds  out  more  inducements  to  the  young  people 
on  the  farm.  It  is  adapted  to  a  wider  area  of  country  than  any  other  agricul- 
tural pursuits.  Noxious  insects  and  fungus  diseases  cause  less  injury  to  grass, 
clover  and  corn  than  to  any  other  farm  crops,  and  these  three  are  the  great  dairy 
foods.    The  future  to  the  skillful  dairyman  is  full  of  promise  and  hope." 
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BY-LAWS  AND  EULES  FOR  CO-OPERATIVE  CREAMERY  AS- 
SOCIATIONS. 


(By  D.  W.  CURTIS,  Secretary  Wisconsin  Dairymen's  Association.) 


1.  This  association  shall  be  known  as  the    Co-operative 

Creamery  Association. 

2.  The  purpose  of  the  association  shall  be  to  locate,  establish  and  carry  on  the 
manufacture  and  sale  of  milk  products,  in  such  a  manner  as  will  conduce  to  the 
greatest  convenience  and  profit  of  the  producers  over  the  greatest  amount  of 

territory  in  the  town  of    and  vicinity.    Also  to  purchase,  use, 

and  hold  real  and  personal  estate  necessary  for  the  transaction  of  the  business  of 
the  association. 

3.  The  capital  stock  of  the  association  shall  be    dollars,  divided 

into    shares  of  ten  dollars  each. 

4.  This  association  shall  be  co-operative.  Cream  and  milk  may  be  purchased 
or  accepted  from  any  person  not  a  stockholder  on  the  same  terms  and  conditions 
as  may  be  prescribed  for  stockholders. 

5.  Any  person  directly  engaged  in  agricultural  pursuits  may  become  a  mem- 
ber of  this  association  by  taking  one  or  more  shares  of  the  stock  of  the  associa- 
tion. 

6.  1st.  The  regular  meetings  of  the  association  shall  be  held  semi-annually, 

viz.,  on  the  first  Mondays  in    and    in  each  year,  at  such 

time  and  place  as  the  board  of  directors  may  determine;  and  notice  of  such  meet- 
ing shall  be  given  by  the  clerk  to  each  member  by  mail  seven  days  at  least  pre- 
vious to  the  date  of  said  meeting.

BY-LAWS  AND  EULES  FOR  CO-OPERxlTIVE  CHEESE  FACTO- 
RIES. 


(D.  W.  CURTIS,  Sec'y  Wisconsin  Dairymen's  Association.) 


Article  1.  This  association  shall  be  known  as  the    Cheese 

Factory  Association. 

Article  2.  There  shall  be  two  meetings  held  yearly  at  the  factory;  one  in  the 
spring  and  one  in  the  fall  or  winter,  to  be  called  by  the  president. 

Article  3.  At  the  first  meeting  in  each  year  there  shall  be  chosen  by  the 
patrons  a  president  and  a  treasurer  and  salesman. 

Article  4.  The  salesman  and  treasurer  shall  sell  all  the  cheese,  and  as  soon  as 
he  shall  have  sold  and  collected  for  one  month's  make  of  cheese,  he  shall,  after 
paying  the  proprietor  for  making  and  deducting  the  other  expenses,  divide  the 
proceeds  pro  rata,  according  to  the  weights  of  milk  delivered  by  each  patron. 

Article  5.  It  shall  also  be  the  duty  of  the  treasurer  and  salesman  to  keep  the 
books  of  the  association,  and  make  final  dividend  yearly  to  all  the  patrons  when- 
ever all  the  cheese  is  sold  and  paid  for.  He  shall  also  keep  a  milk  book,  show- 
ing the  number  and  amount  of  cheese  made  each  month,  to  be  taken  from  the 
factory's  books.  Said  treasurer's  milk  and  cheese  books  shall  be  subject  to  the 
inspection  of  the  patrons  and  president. 

Article  6.  The  manager  shall  keep  an  accurate  account  with  each  patron  of 
the  number  of  pounds  of  milk  delivered  each  day,  and  make  record  daily  (every 
week  or  month)  tests  of  same  to  show  its  fat  content;  also  an  account  of  the 
number  and  amount  of  cheese  made,  which  accounts  shall  be  subject  to  the  in- 
spection of  the  officers  and  patrons. 

Article  7.  The  president  shall  be  authorized  to  preside  over  the  entire  transac- 
tions of  patrons  or  officers,  and  constitute  a  committee  to  investigate  all  mat- 
ters pertaining  to  said  factory,  and  if  any  contingency  should  arise,  he  shall  be 
authorized  to  bring  suit  in  law  against  any  delinquent. 

Article  8.  The  manager  (cheese-maker)  shall  be  authorized  to  criticise  all 
milk  offered,  and  he  shall  reject  the  same  if  in  his  judgment  said  milk  is  unfit  to 
run  into  cheese;  also  to  determine  the  fat  content  of  any  milk,  and  if  found  to 
be  below  the  legal  standard  of  the  state,  shall  report  the  same  to  the  president, 
whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  send  out  a  committee  of  three  to  the  premises  of  said 
delinquent,  witnessing  the  transit  of  the  milk  on  the  ensuing  day  from  the  cow 
to  the  factory,  Which  shall  again  be  tested  as  on  the  previous  day,  and  if  found 
to  vary,  the  party  in  question  shall  be  adjudged  guilty  of  having  diluted  or 
adulterated  the  same,  as  shall  appear,  and  shall  forfeit  and  pay  to  the  association 
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as  liquidated  damages  the  sum  of  twenty-five  dollars  for  each  and  every  day 
such  dilution  shall  occur. 

Article  9.  The  president  shall  also  have  power  to  call  special  meetings  of  the 
patrons  at  any  time  he  may  deem  it  necessary,  and  he  shall  be  required  to  call 
a  meeting  of  the  patrons  whenever  a  request  is  presented  to  him  signed  by  ten 
patrons.  Whenever  a  meeting  is  to  be  called,  the  president  shall  give  patrons  at 
least  two  days'  notice. 

Article  10.  The  action  of  the  treasurer  and  salesman  in  regard  to  selling  or 
holding  cheese  shall  be  governed  by  a  vote  of  a  majority  of  the  patrons.  If  no 
vote  is  taken,  he  is  to  exercise  his  best  judgment  in  the  matter. 

Article  11.  In  voting  at  any  annual  or  special  meeting  of  this  association  the 
patrons  shall  be  allowed  one  vote  for  every  cow  the  milk  of  which  is  brought 
to  the  factory.  (This  may  be  altered  to  one  vote  on  each  share  of  the  capital 
stock,  or  one  vote  to  each  shareholder.) 

Article  12.  The  treasurer  and  salesman  shall  attend  all  meetings  of  the  associa- 
tion whenever  possible,  and  shall  take  minutes  of  the  proceedings,  and  place  the 
same  on  file  in  his  office,  and  in  other  respects  act  as  secretary.  In  case  he 
should  be  absent,  a  temporary  secretary  may  be  chosen.  In  case  the  president  is 
absent  at  any  meeting,  a  temporary  president  may  be  chosen  for  a  presiding 
officer. 


RULES  FOR  PATRONS  AND  INSTRUCITONS  TO  CREAM  OR 

MILK  GATHERERS. 


(D.  W.  CURTIS,  Sec'y  Wisconsin  Dairymen's  Association.) 


(These  rules  may  be  made  to  apply  to  either  whole-milk  or  gathered-cream 
creameries.) 

Feeding.— We  insist  upon  only  such  food  being  fed  to  cows  as  will  produce  the 
largest  and  best  quality  of  milk  or  cream.  Turnips,  onions,  cabbagge,  or  any- 
thing likely  to  injure  the  quality  of  milk,  cream  or  butter  is  prohibited. 

Milking.— Cows  must  be  carefully  cleaned  before  milking,  to  avoid  odors  that 
taint  the  milk.  The  milk  must  be  strained  through  two  strainers— one  of  them 
cloth— before  going  into  the  cans.  Thorough  cleanliness  must  be  observed  in 
everything. 

Creamers  and  Cans.— Creamers  must  be  kept  in  a  place  free  from  odors,  and 
cleanliness  maintained  in  their  vicinity.  Tanks  and  cans  must  be  kept  sweet 
and  clean,  and  the  water  free  and  clear.  Cans  must  be  washed,  then  scalded 
every  time  they  are  used.  The  water  in  the  creamers  should  not  go  below  45 
degrees  in  summer  and  40  degrees  in  winter. 

Setting  Milk.-All  cans  must  be  filled  full  of  fresh  milk,  so  far  as  possible,  and 
immediately  placed  in  the  tank.  After  cans  are  set  in  water  they  must  not  be 
disturbed.  Patrons  are  not  allowed  to  draw  off  the  milk  except  on  Sundays,  or 
with  permission  from  the  trustees. 

Mixing  Milk.-Cans  must  not  be  partly  filled  at  one  milking  and  after  standing 
long  enough  for  the  cream  to  begin  to  separate  be  filled  with  milk  from  another 
milking  or  with  anything  whatever.    After  a  can  has  once  been  set  it  must  not 
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in  any  way  be  disturbed  or  meddled  with,  nor  the  milk  drawn  off  by  patrons, 
except  on  Sunday. 

Night's  Milk.-When  milk  is  delivered  but  once  each  day,  the  cans  containing 
the  nighfs  milk  must  be  set  in  cold  water  immediately  after  milking  and  the 
milk  thoroughly  stirred  by  using  a  dipper  and  pouring  until  the  milk  is  thor- 
oughly cooled.  A  better  plan  is  to  use  a  cooler  to  thoroughly  cool  and  aerate  the 
milk  before  it  is  put  in  the  cans.  The  nighfs  milk  must  be  left  setting  in  cold 
water  until  it  is  hauled  to  the  creamery. 

-  Cream  and  Milk  Gatherers.-Cream  and  milk  gatherers  are  forbidden  to  take 
any  cream  or  milk  which  is  dirty,  or  for  any  reason,  in  their  judgment,  is  not 
of  satisfactory  quality  or  condition,  or  which  has  been  in  any  way  so  treated  as 
to  indicate  that  an  attempt  has  been  made  to  interfere  with  the  proper  and 
natural  separation  of  the  cream,  or  of  its  being  correctly  counted  on  the  gauge, 
or  in  violation  of  these  rules. 

Any  patron  found  neglecting  or  violating  any  of  these  rules  must  at  once  be 
reported  to  some  one  of  the  board  of  trustees  or  directors,  and  his  cream  or 
milk  must  not  again  be  taken  until  he  has  satisfied  the  trustees  that  his  neglect 
was,  for  good  reasons,  excusable:  and  if  any  patron  shall  more  than  once  be  so 
reported  it  shall  be  deemed  a  sufficient  reason  for  refusal  to  again  receive  his 
cream  at  all. 

Cream  or  milk  gatherers  are  specially  directed  to  take  all  possible  pains  to 
discover  all  violations  or  neglect  of  any  of  these  rules,  and  strictly  enforce  them 
in  every  case. 

These  rules  and  instructions  are  found  by  experience  and  observation  to  be 
necessary  for  the  protection  of  the  association  and  the  best  good  of  all  its 
members.  Copies  thereof  will  be  securely  posted  conveniently  near  each  tank 
where  milk  cans  are  set,  so  that  ignorance  can  be  no  excuse  for  neglect. 

Patrons  are  requested  to  notify  the  board  of  trustees  or  directors  if  any  cream 
or  milk  gatherer  is  in  any  way  delinquent  or  careless  in  his  observance  of  these 
instructions. 

Patrons  who  are  not  disposed  to  be  governed  by  these  rules  are  requested 
to  so  advise  the  trustees  or  directors,  and  the  treasurer  will  make  prompt  set- 
tlement with  any  who  wish  to  withdraw.

Ill  The  president  shall  preside  at  all  meetings,  may  require  any  person  present 
at  the  Board  of  Trade  to  show  evidence  of  membership,  and  have  power  to  eject 
non-members  for  breach  of  the  rules  of  the  board.  The  vice  president  shall  per- 
form all  the  duties  of  the  president  in  his  absence.  The  secretary  shall  keep  the 
records  of  the  board,  procure  telegrams  and  other  information,  furnish  tickets 
of  membership  and  pay  all  moneys  received  to  the  treasurer.  The  treasurer 
shauTeceWe^Ll  moneys  from  the  secretary,  pay  all  necessary  expenses  upon 
the  order  of  the  president  and  secretary  and  otherwise  as  the  board  by  vote  shall 
direct 

IV.  The  officers  shall  be  elected  to  hold  office  for  one  year  and  until  their  suc- 
cessors are  elected. 

V  Members  only  shall  be  entitled  to  vote. 

VI  The  payment  of  one  dollar  to  the  secretary  constitutes  an  individual  mem- 
bership for  th"  current  year,  and  a  fee  of  one  dollar  per  hundred  cows  or  frac- 
tional part  thereof,  for  factories  manufacturing  cheese  or  butter,  is  payable  on  or 
before  the  first  Saturday  in  September  each  year.

Vm  It  is  understood  that  when  a  factory  has  more  than  one  salesman,  but 
one  shall  act  at  any  meeting  of  the  board.  A  buyer  and  his  agent  shall  be  ad- 
mitted on  one  ticket,  whether  owned  by  the  principal  or  the  agent. 

X  It  shall  be  deemed  proper  for  a  me«iber  of  the  board  to  be  accompanied^ 
When  admitted  to  the  salesroom  by  a  neighbor  or  friend,  who  is  -tere  od 
in  buying  or  selling,  without  additional  charge,  but  it  is  understood  that  this  is 
maltei  of  courtesy,  and  violation  of  good  faith  will  be  deemed  a  breach  of 
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the  rules  of  the  board.

When  two  or  more  buyers  make  the  same  offer,  the  president  shall  decide 
who  shall  first  announce  his  choice  of  factories,  but  refusal  to  accept  first  offer 
shall  not  debar  a  salesman  from  accepting-  same  price  from  another  buyer. 

8.  There  shall  be  no  private  buying,  or  public  buying-  at  private  terms,  of  reg- 
istered cheese,  from  the  time  meeting  is  called  to  order  until  it  is  closed,  but  no 
transactions  before  formal  opening  of  meeting,  or  after  its  close  shall  be  subject 
to  any  of  these  rules. 

9.  There  shall  be  a  board  of  arbitration  constituted  for  the  purpose  of  hearing, 
adjusting  and  settling  all  differences  which  may  arise  from  time  to  time  between 
buyers  and  sellers,  and  it  is  an  express  understanding  and  agreement  by  and 
between  such  and  all  members  hereof  that  such  settlement  by  such  arbitration 
committee  shall  be  final  and  adhered  to.  The  board  of  arbitration  shall  be  chosen 
and  constituted  as  follows:  In  case  of  difference  between  two  parties  or  interests, 
the  said  parties  or  interests  shall  each  choose  one  member  of  the  board,  and  the 
members  thus  chosen  shall  select  a  third,  and  these  three  shall  constitute  the 
board  of  arbitration,  and  have  appropriate  jurisdiction.  In  case  either  party  or 
interest  fail  to  choose  a  member  of  such  arbitration  committee,  the  piesident 
shall  appoint  a  member  in  their  stead  and  the  decision  of  such  committee  shall 
be  final. 

10.  It  is  hereby  understood  and  agreed  that  all  goods,  so  far  as  weights  and 
quality  are  concerned,  shall  be  tested  on  delivery  and  shall  be  final,  unless  a 
written  agreement  as  to  -weights  and  quality  be  made  between  the  buyer  and 
seller. 

11.  It  is  essential  and  for  the  interest  of  all,  that  each  of  the  foregoing  rules  be 
strictly  observed  by  each  member  of  the  board  of  trade,  and  any  case  of  viola- 
tion of  such  rules  shall  be  considered  a  sufficient  reason  for  calling  a  committee 
to  look  into  the  facts  concerning  such  violation  and  report  in  their  opinion  what 
action  had  best  be  taken  by  the  board  of  trade  to  avoid  a  repetition  of  the  same. 

12.  That  the  ruling  price  be  the  price  at  which  the  greatest  number  of  factories 
sell  and  the  leading  price  be  the  highest  price  at  which  any  three  factories  sell. 

13.  Any  violation  of  these  rules  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  $5.00,  suspension 
for  a  limited  time  or  expulsion  from  the  board,  as  a  majority  of  the  members 
present  shall  determine. 

14.  Amendments  to  these  articles  of  association  and  rules  may  be  made  at  any 
meeting  of  the  board  by  a  majority  vote,  provided  notice  of  the  proposed  amend- 
ment has  been  duly  given  at  a  previous  meeting.

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terests  of  dairy  farming,  of  butter  and  cheese  manufacture,  and  marketing  of 
dairy  produce. 

1.  The  name  of  the  organization  shall  be  The  St.  Lawrence  County  Dairymen;s 
Board  of  Trade. 

2.  The  officers  shall  consist  of  a  president,  six  vice  presidents,  a  secretary,  a 
treasurer  and  eight  directors. 

3.  The  president  shall  preside  at  all  meetings,  may  require  any  person  present 
at  the  board  of  trade  to  show  evidence  of  membership  and  have  power  to  eject 
non-members  for  breach  of  the  rules  of  the  board.  The  vice  presidents  shall 
perform  all  the  duties  of  the  president  in  his  absence.  The  secretary  shall  keep 
the  records  of  the  board,  jjrocure  telegrams  and  other  information,  furnish 
tickets  of  membership  and  pay  all  the  moneys  received  to  the  treasurer.  The 
treasurer  shall  receive  all  moneys  from  the  secretary,  pay  necessary  expenses 
upon  the  order  of  the  president  and  secretary,  and  otherwise  as  the  board  by  vote 
shall  direct.  The  directors  shall  be  associated  with  the  executive  Ijoard  for  the 
transaction  of  all  ljusiness  not  otherwise  provided  for. 

4.  The  officers  shall  be  elected  at  the  annual  meeting  to  be  held  in  the  village 
of  Canton  on  the  first  Saturday  in  June  of  each  year  and  shall  hold  office  for  one 
year,  and  until  their  successors  are  elected. 

5.  Members  only  shall  be  entitled  to  vote,  but  a  member  shall  be  entitled  to  one 
vote  for  each  factory  which  he  represents. 

6.  The  payment  of  two  dollars  shall  entitle  any  butter  or  cheese  factory  with  a 
patronage  of  four  hundred  cows  or  less  to  be  represented  on  the  board.  Fifty 
cents  for  one  hundred  cows,  or  fractional  part  thereof,  shall  be  charged  for  fac- 
tories having  a  patronage  in  excess  of  four  hundred.  The  salesman  of  each  fac- 
tory shall  register  his  name,  together  with  his  factory  and  the  number  of  cows 
which  he  represents,  at  the  first  meeting  of  the  board  which  he  attends.  All 
members'  fees  shall  be  paid  on  or  before  the  first  Saturday  in  August.  In  case 
of  the  non-payment  of  fees  at  that  time,  the  secretary  shall  notify  the  delinquent 
in  writing,  and  if  not  then  paid  on  or  before  the  last  Saturday  in  August,  the 
delinquent  member  shall  be  expelled  from  the  board. 

7.  The  payment  of  one  dollar  to  the  secretary  shall  constitute  a  membership 
and  entitle  the  member  to  all  the  privileges  of  the  Ijoard  for  the  current  year. 

The  above  rule  will  be  strictly  enforced,  and  all  persons  violating  the  same 
will  have  their  names  published  in  the  market  reports. 

8.  The  price  of  single  admission  to  the  salesroom,  with  all  its  rights  and  privi- 
leges except  voting,  for  one  day,  shall  be  fifty  cents. 

9.  The  buyer  and  his  agent  shall  be  admitted  on  the  one  ticket. 

10.  It  shall  be  proper  for  a  member  of  this  board  to  be  accompanied,  when  ad- 
mitted to  the  salesroom,  by  a  neighbor  or  friend  who  is  not  interested  in  buying 
or  selling,  without  additional  charge;  but  it  is  understood  that  this  is  a  matter 
of  courtesy,  and  any  violation  of  good  faith  will  ))e  deemed  a  breach  of  the  rules 
of  the  Board. 

11.  The  market  day  shall  be  held  on  Saturday  of  each  week,  from  the  first  week 
in  May  to  the  first  of  December. 

12.  Amendments  to  the  articles  and  rules  may  be  made  at  any  regular  meeting 
of  the  board,  by  a  majority  vote,  provided  notice  of  the  proposed  amendment  has 
been  duly  given  at  a  previous  meeting  by  posting  such  notice  upon  the  bulletin 
board. 

RULES. 

1.  Members  only  are  entitled  to  all  the  privileges  of  the  salesroom. 

2.  There  will  be  a  register  kept  and  a  bulletin  board  arranged  in  a  conspicuous 
place  in  the  room,  upon  which  will  be  posted  all  telegrams  and  other  Information 
of  interest  received  from  New  York,  London,  and  other  markets,  and  to  which 
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board  and  register  all  members  are  entitled  to  free  access.  Also  all  members 
shall  have  the  privilege  of  posting  upon  said  register  a  notice  of  dairy  or  other 
X)roduce  which  they  may  have  for  sale. 

3.  There  shall  be  a  board  of  arbitration  constituted  for  the  purpose  of  hearing, 
adjusting  and  settling  all  differences  which  may  arise  from  time  to  time  between 
buyers  and  sellers,  and  it  is  an  express  understanding  and  agreement  by  and  be- 
tween such  and  all  members  hereof  that  such  settlement  by  such  arbitration  com- 
mittee shall  be  final  and  adhered  to.  The  said  board  of  arbitration  shall  be  chosen 
and  constituted  as  follows:  In  case  of  difference  between  two  parties  or  interests, 
the  said  parties  or  interests  shall  each  choose  one  member  of  the  l)oard,  and  the 
two  members  thus  chosen  shall  select  a  third,  and  these  three  shall  constitute  the 
board  of  arbitration,  and  have  appropriate  jurisdiction. 

4.  All  bargains  between  members  made  at  the  salesroom  or  elsewhere,  verbally 
or  otherwise,  shall  be  considered  binding  and  to  he  lived  up  to  and  carried  out  by 
each  of  the  parties  thereto,  and  a  failure  of  either  party  to  perform  his  or  their 
part  shall  be  considered  sufficient  cause  for  the  expulsion  from  said  board  of 
trade  and  salesroom  of  the  party  so  failing  to  perform. 

5.  All  members  must  register  tlieir  offerings  on  the  secretary's  book  every 
sale  day,  when  present,  or,  in  default  of  so  doing,  be  subject  to  a  fine  of  one 
dollar  for  each  violation  of  this  rule. 

6.  All  transactions  of  this  board  shall  be  considered  cash  transactions;  the 
cheese,  butter,  or  other  articles,  to  be  paid  for  upon  delivery,  unless  otherwise 
especially  agreed  upon. 

7.  No  seller  shall  accept  the  offer  of  a  non-member,  providing  the  same  price 
will  be  given  by  a  member. 

8.  It  is  hereby  understood  and  agreed  that  all  goods,  so  far  as  weights  and 
quality  are  concerned,  shall  be  tested  on  delivery  and  shall  be  final,  unless  a 
written  agreement  as  to  weights  and  quality  he  made  between  the  buyer  and  sel- 
ler. 

9.  Buyers  are  required  and  requested  to  report  to  the  secretary  their  purchases. 
Neglect  or  refusal  to  do  so  will  be  considered  a  violation  of  the  rules  of  the 
board. 

10.  It  is  essential,  and  for  the  interest  of  all.  that  each  of  the  foregoing  rules  be 
strictly  observed  by  each  member  of  the  board  of  trade,  and  any  case  of  viola- 
tion of  such  rules  shall  be  considered  a  sufficient  reason  for  calling'  a  committee 
to  look  into  the  facts  concerning  such  violation,  and  report  in  their  opinion  what 
action  should  be  taken  Ijy  the  board  of  trade  to  avoid  a  repetition  of  the 
same. 


ELGIN  BOARD  OF  TRADE. 


CONSTITUTION  AND  BY-LAWS. 
NAME. 

This  organization  shall  be  known  as  the  Elgin  Board  of  Trade. 

GOVERNMENT. 

The  government  of  the  Elgin  Board  of  Trade  is  vested  in  five  directors,  who 
shall  be  known  as  the  Board  of  Directors. 
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RULE  1— MEMBERSHIP.

Section  1.  Any  person  of  good  character  and  credit,  and  of 
the  legal  age,  on  presenting  a  written  application,  indorsed  by 
two  members,  and  stating  the  name  and  business  avocation 
of  the  applicant,  may  be  admitted  to  membership  in  the  As- 
sociation, upon  approval  by  a  majority  vote  of  the  Board  of 
Directors,  and  upon  payment  of  an  admission  fee  of  twenty-five 
dollars,  or  upon  presentation  of  a  certificate  of  unimpaired  or 
unforfelted  membership,  duly  transferred,  and  by  signing  an 
agreement  to  abide  by  the  rules,  regulations  and  by-laws  of  the 
Association,  and  all  amendments  that  may  be  made  thereto. 

Section  2.  Every  m.ember  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  a  certifi- 
cate of  membership,  bearing  the  corporate  seal  of  the  Associa- 
tion, and  the  signatuies  of  the  president  and  secretary;  and  if 
the  member  in  whose  name  said  certificate  stands  has  paid  all 
assessments  due,  and  has  against  him  no  outstanding  unad- 
justed or  unsettled  claims  or  contracts  held  by  members  of  the 
Association,  and  said  membership  is  not  in  any  way  impaired  or 
forfeited,  it  shall,  upon  the  payment  of  two  ($2)  dollars,  be  trans- 
ferable upon  the  books  of  the  Association  to  any  person  eligible 
to  membership  who  may  be  approved  by  the  Board  of  Directors, 
as  provided  in  section  one  of  this  rule.  The  membership  of  a 
deceased  member  shall  be  transferable  in  like  manner,  by  his 
legal  representative.  Prior  to  the  transfer  of  any  member- 
ship application  for  such  transfer  shall  be  posted  upon  the  bul- 
letin of  the  Exchange  for  at  least  one  week,  when,  if  no  objection 
is  made,  it  shall  be  assumed  the  member  has  no  outstanding 
claims  against  him. 

Section  3.  In  case  of  loss  of  the  original  certificate  of  member- 
ship, the  Board  of  Directors  may  issue  a  duplicate  upon  the 
payment  of  a  fee  of  $2.00. 


RULE  II— ASSESSMENTS. 

When  due  Section  1.  When  the  annual  assessment  is  made,  it  shall  be 

considered  due  and  payable.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  sec- 
retary to  report  to  a  meeting  of  the  Directors,  to  be  held  on 
the  Monday  following  the  expiration  of  60  days  from  the  date  of 
such  assessments,  the  name  of  every  member  who  has  neglected 
or  refused  to  pay  his  assessment;  and  it  shall  then  be  the  duty

ment l)y  him,  to  the  secretary,  of  double  the  defaulted  assess- 
ment, the  Board  of  Directors  may  grant  such  application.  If, 
at  the  end  of  six  months  from  the  date  of  such  suspension,  any 
member  shall  have  failed  of  re-instatement  as  above  provided, 
he  shall  be  deemed  to  have  forfeited  his  membership  to  the 
Association,  and  the  secretary  shall  strike  his  name  from  the 
list  of  members. 

Section  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  secretary  to  mail  to  each 
member  of  the  Association,  at  his  known  postofflce  address,  a 
notice  of  the  annual  assessment,  within  three  days  after  the 
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same  shall  have  been  reported  by  the  Board  of  Directors,  to- 
gether with  a  copy  of  this  rule. 

RULE  III— ELECTIONS. 

Section  1.  The  Association  shall  hold  its  annual  meeting  on  the  Annual  meeting, 
third  Monday  of  December. 

Section  2.  A  caucus  for  the  nomination  of  all  elective  officers  Caucus.  - 
shall  be  held  at  the  Exchange  rooms  on  the  Monday  preceding 
the  election.    Said  caucus  to  be  called  to  order  at  3  P.  M.  by 
the  president  of  the  Association. 

Section  3.  The  annual  election  for  all  elective  officers  not  Annual  election  of 
otherwise  provided  for,  shall  be  held  in  the  Exchange  hall,  on 
the  third  Monday  of  December  in  each  year,  between  the  hours 
of  one  and  three  o'clock,  P.  M.,  and  all  voting  shall  be  by  ballot. 
The  official  term  of  all  officers  shall  commence  on  the  Monday  Term  ot  office, 
following  their  election. 

Section  4.  There  shall  be  elected  at  the  annual  meeting: 

1.  A  Board  of  five  Directors. 

2.  A  Committee  of  Arbitration,  consisting  of  five  members. 

3.  A  Committee  of  Appeals,  consisting  of  three  members.    All  Qualifications, 
of  whom  shall  have  been  members  of  the  Association  for  at 

least  one  year  next  preceding  their  election.  They  shall  hold 
office  for  the  term  of  one  year,  or  until  their  successors  are 
elected  and  qualified.  No  person  shall  hold  more  than  one 
office  at  a  time,  except  as  hereinafter  provided.  A  plurality  of 
all  the  votes  cast  shall  elect.  The  Board  of  Directors  shall  have 
power  to  fill  all  vacancies. 

Section  5.  Prior  to  all  elections  of  the  Association,  the  president 
shall  appoint  three  tellers  and  one  clerk,  whose  duty  it  shall  be 
to  receive  and  list  and  deposit  in  the  ballot  box  all  legal  votes, 
and  at  the  close  of  the  election  count  and  announce  the  result 
of  the  same. 

RULE  IV— DUTIES  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  DIRECTORS. 

Section  1.  All  the  business  and  financial  concerns  of  the  As-  Finance*, 
sociation  shall  be  managed  and  conducted  (in  accordance  with 
the  charter,  rules  and  by-laws),  by  or  under  the  direction  of  the 
Board  of  Directors. 

Section  2.  The  Board  of  Directors  shall  elect  from  their  own

The  Board  of  Directors  may  require  of  all  ap-  May  require  oath 
pointees  an  oath  to  well  and  faithfully  perform  all  and  sin-  '^"'^ 
gular  the  duties  of  their  office,  and  a  good  and  sufficient  bond  to 
secure  such  performance. 

Section  i.  The  Board  of  Directors  shall  provide  suitable  and  shall  provide 
convenient  rooms  for  the  meeting  of  the  Association,  and  shall  et™'"'-  stationery, 
cause  the  same  to  be  kept  in  a  comfortable,  neat  and  orderly 
condition,  and  have  them  open  at  proper  hours  on  business 
days.

Section  5.  The  Board  of  Directors  shall  hold  quarterly  meet- 
ings on  the  first  Mondays  in  January,  April,  July  and  October 
of  each  year,  and  such  other  meetings  as  the  interests  of  the 
Association  may  require. 

Section  6.  Three  members  of  the  Board  of  Directors  shall  con- 
stitute a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business,  but  a  less  num- 
ber may  adjourn  from  time  to  time,  to  any  fixed  date,  preceding 
the  next  regular  meeting  of  the  said  Board. 

Section  7.  The  Board  of  Directors  may  employ  such  legal  ad- 
vice and  assistance  as  they  may  deem  necessary  for  the  purpose 
of  the  Association. 

Section  8.  In  case  any  member  of  the  Board  of  Directors  shall 
absent  himself  from  two  consecutive  quarterly  meetings  of  the 
Board  of  Directors,  without  having  been  previously  excused, 
or  without  communicating  to  the  Board,  in  writing,  a  good  and 
sufficient  excuse  for  his  absence,  or  a  resignation  of  his  office, 
the  Board  of  Directors  shall  have  power  to  declare  the  office  of 
said  Director  vacant,  and  to  immediately  fill  the  vacancy,  as 
provided  in  Rule  III. 

Section  9.  At  every  annual  meeting  they  shall  make  a  report 
of  the  receipts  and  expenditures,  properly  classified,  and  an  ex- 
hibit of  the  -financial  affairs,  property  and  general  condition  of 
the  Association,  and  if  called  for,  an  itemized  account  of  the  ex- 
penditures. They  shall,  previous  to  the  annual  meeting  of  the 
Association,  assess  on  each  member  a  pro  rata  amount,  not  to 
exceed  $5  in  any  one  year;  which,  in  their  judgement,  will  be 
sufficient  in  the  aggregate  to  meet  all  estimated  expenditures  of 
the  Association  for  the  ensuing  year,  and  they  shall  at  the  annual 
meeting  report  to  the  Association  the  pro  rata  amount  thus  as- 
sessed. 

Section  10.  When  any  member  of  the  Association  has  failed  to 
comply  promptly  with  the  terms  of  any  business  contract  or 
obligation,  and  has  failed  to  equitably  and  satisfactorily  ad- 
just and  settle  the  same;  or  when  any  member  has  failed  to 
promptly  comply  with  and  fulfill  the  award  of  any  committees 
of  Arbitration  or  Committees  of  Appeals,  made  in  conformity 
with  the  rules,  regulations  and  by-laws  of  the  Association,  he 
shall,  upon  admission  or  proof  of  such  delinquency  before  the 
Board  of  Directors,  be  by  them  suspended  from  all  privileges 
of  the  Association  until  all  his  outstanding  obligations  to  mem- 
bers of  the  same  shall  have  been  adjusted  and  settled,  when  he 
may,  upon  application,  be  re-instated.   Notice  of  all  applications 
for  relief  from  suspension,  under  the  provisions  of  this  section, 
shall  be  posted  upon  the  bulletin  of  the  Exchange  for  at  least 
one  week  prior  to  the  hearing  of  any  such  application  by  the 
Board  of  Directors,  when,  if  no  further  just  claims  shall  be  filed 
against  the  said  applicant,  he  may  be  so  re-instated;  and  if  the 
Board  of  Directors  shall  be  satisfied  that  such  failure  was  only 
from  financial  inability  or  misfortune,  such  member,  having 
given  satisfactory  evidence  that  he  has  so  adjusted  or  settled 
such  outstanding  obligations,  shall  be  re-instated;  and  such 
re-instatement,  in  either  case,  shall  thereafter  serve  as  a  bar 
to  any  further  discipline  by  the  Association,  on  account  of  any 
obligations_incurred  at  a  date  prior  to  the  reinstatement  of  the 
said  applicant. 
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Section  11.  When  any  member  of  the  Association  shall  be 
guilty  of  improper  conduct  of  a  personal  character  in  any  of 
the  rooms  of  the  Association,  or  when  any  member  shall  be 
guilty  of  a  willful  violation  of  any  business  contract  or  obliga- 
tion, and  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  equitably  and  satisfactorily 
adjust  and  settle  the  same,  or  shall  refuse  to  sign  the  usual 
agreement  preparatory  to  submitting  any  claim  or  difference 
to  the  Committee  of  Arbitration,  or  when  any  member  shall 
wilfully  neglect  or  refuse  to  comply  promptly  with  the  award 
of  any  Committee  of  Arbitration  or  Committee  of  Appeals,  ren- 
dered in  conformity  with  the  by-laws,  rules  and  regulations  of 
the  Association;  or  when  any  member  shall  be  guilty  of  making 
or  reporting  any  false  or  fictitious  purchases  or  sales;  or  when 
any  member  shall  be  guilty  of  any  act  of  bad  faith,  of  any 
attempt  to  extortion,  or  of  any  other  dishonorable  or  dishonest 
conduct,  he  shall  be  censured,  suspended,  or  expelled  by  the 
Board  of  Directors,  as  they  may  determine,  from  the  nature 
and  gravity  of  the  offense  committed.  A  majority  of  the  Board 
sitting  at  any  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Directors  shall  be  neces- 
sary to  censure  or  suspend,  and  an  affirmative  vote  of  at  least 
four  members  of  the  Board  of  Directors  shall  be  necessary  to 
expel. 

Section  12.  Any  member  suspended  may  be  re-instated  by  a 
majority  vote  of  the  Board  of  Directors. 

Section  13.  An  expelled  member  shall  not  be  re-admitted  to 
membership  except  upon  payment  of  the  regular  membership 
fee  and  assessments,  and  upon  satisfactory  evidence  that  he  is  a 
fit  person  for  membership  in  the  Association,  and  then  only  upon 
an  affirmative  vote  of  at  least  four  members  of  the  Board  of 
Directors;  provided  such  vote  shall  be  had  at  any  meeting  at 
least  one  week  succeeding  a  motion  to  re-admit:  Provided, 
That  in  case  it  shall  subsequently  be  proven  that  the  member 
was  expelled  on  false  testimony;  or  in  case  satisfactory  evidence 
is  presented  of  an  error  in  the  decision  of  the  Board  of  Direc- 
tors as  to  his  guilt  of  the  charges  upon  which  he  was  expelled, 
he  may  be  restored  to  membership,  as  provided  by  this  section, 
without  the  payment  of  the  membership  fee. 
■  Section  14.  All  charges  made  to  the  Board  of  Directors  against 
any  member  of  the  Association  for  any  default,  misconduct  or 
offense,  shall  be  in  writing  and  in  duplicate,  and  shall  state  the 
default,  misconduct  or  offense  charged;  and  the  same  shall 
be  signed  by  one  or  more  members  of  the  Association,  by  a  busi- 
ness firm,  one  or  more  of  whose  members  shall  be  a  member  of 
the  Association,  or  by  the  chairman  of  a  committee  of  the  As- 
sociation. 

Section  15.  No  member  shall  be  censured  suspended  or  ex- 
pelled under  this  rule  without  an  examination  of  the  charges 
against  him  by  the  Board  of  Directors,  nor  without  having  an 
opportunity  to  be  heard  in  his  own  defense.  No  examination 
shall  take  place  until  notice  has  been  served  on  the  accused 
member,  or  his  firm,  if  the  charges  apply  to  his  firm,  accom- 
panied by  a  copy  of  the  charges  against  him  or  them,  in  writing. 
Such  notice  may  be  served  upon  the  accused  personally,  by  the

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Board  of  Directors,  in 
case  any  grave  offense  or  act  of  dishonesty  committed  by  any 
member  involving  the  good  name  or  dignity  of  the  Associa- 
tion, or  any  act  of  dishonesty  on  the  part  of  a  member  shall 
come  to  their  knowledge,  either  by  complaint  or  public  report, 
to  cause  a  preliminary  or  informal  investigation  to  be  made  by 
a  committee  of  their  number  into  the  truth  or  falsity  of  such 
complaint  or  report;  and  if  the  said  committee,  after  investiga- 
tion, shall  deem  any  member  guilty  of  such  offense,  they  shall 
so  report  to  the  Board  of  Directors,  with  specific  charges; 
whereupon  the  member  thus  implicated  shall  be  notified  to  ap- 
pear before  the  Board  of  Directors,  in  manner  as  provided  by 
section  15  of  this  rule,  and  if  found  guilty,  the  said  member  shall 
be  suspended  or  expelled,  as  hereinbefore  provided. 

Section  17.  In  investigations  before  the  Board  of  Directors,  or 
before  any  committee  of  the  Association,  no  party  shall  be 
allowed  to  be  represented  by  professional  counsel. 

Section  18.  The  Board  of  Directors  shall  have  power  to  call 
special  meetings  of  the  Association  upon  such  notice  and  for 
such  purposes  as  they  may  deem  proper.  All  calls  for  special 
meetings  of  the  Association  shall  state  the  specific  object  of 
such  meeting,  and  no  other  business  than  that  for  which  a 
special  meeting  was  called  shall  be  considered  at  any  such 
meeting,  except  by  unanimous  consent. 
How  made.  Section  19.  Special  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Directors  may  be 

convened.by  order  of  the  president,  or  by  the  written  request  of 
any  two  members  of  the  said  Board,  addressed  to  the  secre- 
tary. Such  meetings  may  be  called  by  public  notice  announced 
on  change,  or  by  service  of  personal  or  written  notice  by  the 
secretary,  or  by  any  of  his  assistants,  upon  the  members  of 
Sufficient  notice.  the  said  Board.

RULE  V— DUTIES  OF  THE  PRESIDENT. 

Section  1.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  president  to  act  as  the 
general  executive  officer  of  the  Association,  and  also  of  the 
Board  of  Directors,  and  to  preside  at  all  meetings  of  both,  and 
to  direct  the  proceedings  of  each  in  accordance  with  the  rules 
and  by-laws  of  the  same;  and  to  call  special  meetings  of  the 
Board  of  Directors. 

Section  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  president  to  preserve 
order  and  proper  business  decorum  in  the  Exchange  rooms  of 
the  Association  during  business  hours,  and  in  ease  any  member 
or  other  person  shall  be  guilty  of  any  disorderly,  boisterous  or 
offensive  conduct,  while  in  the  Exchange  rooms,  he  shall  for 
that  offense  be  suspended  from  the  privilege  of  admission  to 
said  rooms  for  such  time  as  may  be  determined  by  the  presi- 
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dent,  subject,  however,  to  appeal  to  the  Board  of  Directors,  but 
pending-  such  appeal  he  shall  remain  so  suspended  if  the  presi- 
dent shall  so  elect. 

Section  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  president  to  temporarily  To  mi  vacancy 
fill  any  vacancy  which  may  occur  in  any  elective  or  appointive 
office,  and  to  appoint  all  committees  whose  appointment  is  not 
otherwise  provided  for. 


RULE  VI— DUTIES  OF  THE  VICE  PRESIDENT.

Section  1.  The  treasurer  shall  receive  from  the  secretary  all  shaii  receive 
funds  belonging  to  the  Association,  and  shall  disburse  the  same  {Tursl^""  """^  ^'"^ 
on  the  order  of  the  secretary,  countersigned  by  the  president.  He 
shall  make  report  to  the  Board  of  Directors  whenever  called  upon 
by  them.  His  accounts  shall  be  kept  in  books  belonging  to  the 
Association,  which  books  shall  be  at  all  times  open  for  examina- 
tion by  the  Board  of  Directors  or  any  committee  of  the  Associa- 
tion. It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  treasurer  to  give  a  good  and 
sufficient  bond,  to  be  approved  by  the  Board  of  Directors.

RULE  VIII— DUTIES  OF  THE  SECRETARY. 

Section  1.  The  secretary,  under  the  direction  and  control  of 
the  Board  of  Directors,  shall  keep  a  journal  of  the  proceedings 
of  the  Association,  take  charge  of  the  seal,  books,  papers  and 
property  belonging  to  the  Association.  He  shall  furnish  to  the 
chairman  of  every  committee  a  copy  of  the  resolution  whereby 
such  committee  shall  have  been  appointed,  and  under  the  direc- 
tion of  the  president,  he  shall  give  notice  of  any  meeting-  of  the 
Board  of  Directors  or  of  the  Association.  He  shall  conduct  the 
correspondence  of  the  Association,  and  read  such  records  or 
papers  as  the  presiding  officer  may  direct.  He  shall  collect 
and  record  valuable  statistical  information  pertaining  to  the 
productions  of  butter  and  cheese;  and  on  or  about  the  1st  of 
January  shall  make  full  report  to  the  Board  of  Directors  and  to 
the  Association  of  the  trade  and  manufacture  of  the  year.  He 
shall  attend  meetings  of  the  Committees  of  Arbitration  and  Ap- 
peals, and  of  the  Board  of  Directors,  and  keep  an  official  record 
of  the  proceedings,  give  notice  when  their  services  are  required. 
Issue  the  necessary  notice  to  parties,  and  deliver  copies  of  all 
awards  and  findings.  He  shall  collect  all  moneys  due  the  As- 
sociation for  assessments,  fines,  fees,  or  otherwise,  and  pay 
the  same -to  the  treasurer,  taking  his  receipt  for  the  same,  and 
shall  perform  such  other  duties  as  the  Board  of  Directors  may 
from  time  to  time  direct.

Section  1.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  of  Arbitration 
to  hear  and  determine  all  cases  of  disputed  claims,  submitted 
in  writing  for  their  adjudication  by  members  of  the  Association. 
In  all  such  adjudications,  the  committee  shall  construe  all 
rules,  regulations  and  by-laws  as  being  designed  to  secure 
justice  and  equity  in  trade,  and  all  awards  and  findings  shall 
be  made  in  conformity  therewith,  and  in  accordance  with  the 
laws  of  the  land. 

Section  2.  Any  award  or  finding  of  the  Committee  of  Arlaitra- 
tion  may  be  appealed  from,  and  the  case  may  be  carried  to  the 
Committee  of  Appeals  for  revision:  Provided,  notice  of  such  ap- 
peal shall  be  given  to  the  Secretary,  in  writing,  after  such  award 
or  finding  shall  have  been  delivered  to  the  parties  in  controversy. 

Section  3.  A  rehearing  of  any  case  which  has  been  decided  by 
the  Committee  of  Arbitration  may  be  granted  by  said  com- 
mittee upon  application  of  either  party,  upon  a  satisfactory 
showing  to  said  committee  that  new  evidence,  material  to  the 
case,  has  been  discovered. 

Section  4.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  of  Appeals 
to  review  such  cases  as  may  be  appealed  from  the  Committee 
of  Arbitration,  and  formally  brought  before  it,  and  its  awards 
and  findings  shall  be  final  and  l>inding,  and  shall  not  be  subject 
to  revision  by  any  other  tribunal  of  the  Association. 

Section  5.  The  Committee  of  Arbitration  and  the  Committee 
of  Appeals  shall  render  their  awards  or  findings  in  writing, 
through  the  Secretary  of  the  Association,  within  one  week  after 
their  decision  shall  have  been  made.  Such  awards  or  findings 
shall  be  signed  by  the  chairman  of  the  committee,  and  shall 
be  certified  by  the  secretary,  with  the  seal  of  the  Association 
aflSxed  thereto.  The  official  record  and  decisions  of  the  com- 
mittees, and  all  other  records  of  the  Association,  may  be  in- 
spected by  any  member  of  the  Association  upon  application 
to  the  secretary. 


Section  6.  Parties  desiring-  the  services  of  either  of  the  fore- 
going committees,  shall  notify  the  secretary  to  that  effect,  in 
writing,  and  before  the  hearing  of  the  case,  shall  file  an  agree- 
ment with  him,  signed  by  the  parties  to  the  controversy,  bind-  to  sign  agree- 
ing themselves  to  abide  and  fulfill  the  final  award  or  finding 
made  by  the  committee,  without  recourse  to  any  other  court  or 
tribunal.  Neither  party  shall  postpone  the  trial  of  a  case  longer  Postponement, 
than  ten  days,  unless  good  cause  can  be  shown,  satisfactory 
to  the  committee.  Trifiing  and  unimportant  matters  shall  not 
be  entertained  by  the  Committee  of  Arbitration.  Any  member 
of  a  firm  may  execute  said  agreement  on  behalf  of  such  firm. 

Section  7.  Members  of  the  Committee  of  Arbitration  or  Ap- 
peals, failing  to  attend  when  their  services  are  required,  may  be  Absent  members- 
fined,  for  the  use  of  the  Association,  three  dollars  for  each  de-  """^ 
fault,  unless  satisfactory  excuse  shall  be  made  to  the  Board 
of  Directors. 

Section  8.  The  fees  for  arbitration,  under  the  rules,  regula-  Fees, 
tions  and  by-laws  of  the  Association,  shall  be  as  follows,  for 
the  benefit  of  the  committee  for  each  case  where  the  amount 
in  controversy  shall  be: 

Under  .$500.00   $5  00

Over  $1,000.00,    15  00 


The  fees  as  above  shall  be  paid  to  the  secretary,  by  the  party  To  whom  paid, 
bringing  the  case,  but  shall  follow  and  be  paid  by  the  party 
against  whom  the  decision  may  be  given,  as  costs,  like  as  in 
civil  cases  at  law. 

Section  9.  The  fees  of  the  Committee  of  Appeals  shall  be  the  Fees, 
same  as  the  fees  of  the  Committee  of  Arbitration,  and  they 
shall  be  paid  and  disposed  of  in  the  same  manner. 

Section  10.  If  parties  to  a  controversy  fail  to  appear  at  the 
time  set  for  trial,  or  request  a  postponement,  they  may  (if  the 
case  is  postponed)  be  assessed  with  costs  by  and  for  the  use  Additional  costs, 
of  the  committee  in  any  sum  in  the  committee's  discretion,  not 
exceeding  five  dollars;  the  committee,  however,  may  insist  that 
the  trial  shall  take  place  without  postponement. 

Section  11.  A  majority  of  the  members  of  the  Committee  of  Quorum. 
Arbitration  or  the  Committee  of  Appeals  shall  constitute  a 
quorum. 

Section  12.  These  committees  shall  have  jurisdiction  in  all  Jurisdiction, 
transactions  between  members  of  this  Association,  no  matter 
when  or  where  made. 

Section  13.  No  interested  member  shall  sit  upon  either  com- 
mittee. 

Section  14.     All  witnesses  before  either  committee  shall  be  Witnesses  to  be 
sworn  before  a.  notary  public.  sworn. 

RULE  12— CALL  BOARD  AND  REGULAR  SALES. 

Section  1.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  secretary  at  every  ses- 
sion of  the  Association  to  open  a  call  board  for  the  sale  of 
butter  and  cheese;  said  call  to  begin  at  1.30  and  close  at  2.30 
P.  M..  unless  sooner  closed  by  a  majority  vote  of  the  Asso- 
ciation.

Section  2.  All  butter  offered  on  the  call  board,  unless  otherwise 
specified,  shall  be  extra,  and  shall  be  entered  on  the  Board  in 
the  name  of  the  factory  where  made;  it  being  understood  that 
the  owner  or  operator  of  such  factory  shall  be  a  member  of  this 
Association  in  good  standing. 

Section  3.  Any  member  offering  cheese  on  the  call  board  shall 
specify  whether  full  cream  or  skimmed,  and  if  the  latter,  how 
much. 

Section  4.  All  sales  made  on  the  call  board  shall  be  recorded 
by  the  secretary,  under  the  head  of  regular  sales. 

Section  5.  A  regular  sale  is  defined  to  be  a  sale  effected  during 
the  regular  Monday  session  of  the  Association,  both  buyer  and 
seller  being  present  in  person  in  the  rooms  of  the  Association. 

Section  6.  All  regular  sales  shall  be  reported  to  the  secretary, 
giving  the  number  of  boxes  of  cheese,  average  weight  and  price 
per  pound;  also  the  number  of  pounds  of  butter,  and  the  price 
of  the  same.  The  sales  reported  must  be  actual  and  bona  fide, 
and  there  must  be  no  misrepresentation  in  regard  to  price. 
The  sales  must  be  reported  before  the  close  of  the  session,  and 
any  member  refusing  to  report,  shall  be  subject  to  a  fine  of  not 
less  than  one,  nor  more  than  five  dollars,  for  each  and  every 
offense. 

Section  7.  All  butter  sold  regularly  shall,  in  the  absence  of  any 
special  agreement,  be  shipped  within  two  days,  and  all  cheese 
sold  regularly  shall  be  shipped  within  three  days. 

Section  8.  The  price  bid  on  the  call  board  shall  be  the  price 
f.  o.  b.  at  the  nearest  shipping  station. 

Section  9.  Every  member  reporting  a  regular  sale  shall,  if  re- 
quired by  the  president,  at  the  request  of  any  member  of  the 
Association,  furnish  the  name  of  the  buyer. 

Section  10.  A  Quotation  Committee,  consisting  of  five  members, 
shall  be  appointed  by  the  President  and  confirmed  by  a  ma- 
jority of  the  members  present  and  voting.  Two  members  of  this 
committee  shall  be  chosen  from  among  the  buyers,  and  two  from 
the  sellers,  and  one  may  be  both  a  buyer  and  seller,  or  neither, 
at  the  discretion  of  the  president. 

Section  11.  The  terms  of  office  of  the  five  members  first  ap- 
pointed on  this  committee  shall  expire  as  follows:  One  on  the 
first  day  of  July;  one  on  the  first  day  of  October;  one  on  the 
first  day  of  January,  and  two  on  the  first  day  of  April,  next 
succeeding  the  passage  of  this  amendment.  Immediately  after 
their  appointment  the  members  first  appointed  shall  draw 
lots  to  determine  the  expiration  of  their  terms  of  office. 

Section  12.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  president  at  the  session 
of  the  Board  next  preceding  the  first  days  of  January,  April, 
July  and  October  of  each  year,  to  appoint  a  member  or  members 
to  fill  the  vacancy  or  vacancies  that  will  occur  at  or  before  the 
next  session. 

Section  13.  Members  shall  hold  office  for  one  year,  or  until  their 
successors  are  appointed.  Retiring  members  may  succeed  tliem- 
selves. 

Section  14.  Immediately  after  the  close  of  the  call  board  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Quotation  Committee  to  meet  at  once, 
and  after  examining  the  record  of  regular  sales  and  taking  into 
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account  the  quantity  of  butter  sold,  as  well  as  offered  and  re- 
maining unsold,  and  taking  into  consideration  the  state  of 
other  markets  of  the  county  and  making  such  inquiries  as  they 
may  choose  to  make  of  both  buyers  and  sellers,  to  establish 
the  market  price  of  butter  for  that  day,  and  declare  the  same 
before  adjournment,  and  the  price  so  established  shall  be  known 
as  the  "Board  Price,"  and  shall  govern  in  all  contracts. 

Section  15.  The  establishment  of  such  "Board  Price"  shall  not 
invalidate  any  sales  made  between  members,  either  on  the  call 
or  otherwise,  at  a  price  fixed  at  the  time  the  sale  was  con- 
summated. 

Section  16.  The  Quotation  Committee  may  investigate  any  re- 
ported transactions  which  in  its  judgment  it  believes  to  be  irre- 
gular, or  transactions  which  it  believes  were  not  intended  to 
be  fully  consummated  by  one  or  both  of  the  parties  thereto, 
and  shall  submit  proof  of  transactions  found  to  be  not  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  rules  of  the  Board  of  Directors,  who  shall 
discipline  the  offenders  as  provided  by  Section  11,  Rule  IV. 

Section  17.  This  committee  may  secure  information  each  week 
in  regard  to  other  markets  at  the  expense  of  the  Board,  but  no 
expense  shall  be  incurred  without  the  approval  of  the  Board 
of  Directors. 

Section  18.  Any  time  when  the  Quotation  Committee  is  called 
upon  to  act  and  the  full  committee  is  not  present,  the  chairman 
of  the  Board  shall  appoint  other  members  of  the  Board  to  act 
in  place  of  those  absent  for  that  day  only.

RULE  XIII— REPORTS  OF  MANUFACTURERS. 

Section  1.  Every  member  of  this  Association,  who  is  a  manu- 
facturer, or  who  is  in  any  way  connected  with  a  creamery  or 
cheese  factory,  shall  be  required  to  furnish  to  the  secretary 
monthly  statements  of  the  products  of  the  factory  or  factories 
which  he  may  own  or  be  connected  with. 

1st.  The  number  of  pounds  of  butter  made. 

2d.  The  number  of  pounds  of  cheese  made. 

Section  2.  These  reports  shall  be  entered  by  the  secretary  in 
a  book  kept  for  that  purpose,  and  shall,  with  such  other  reports 
as  he  may  be  able  to  get  from  non-members,  be  compiled  for 
statistical  purposes,  and  be  embodied  in  his  annual  report,  with 
a  view  to  obtaining  as  nearly  as  may  be  possible,  the  amounts 
of  butter  and  cheese  produced  in  this  section  of  country  from 
year  to  year,  the  price  of  which  is  based  upon  the  regular  sales 
of  this  association. 

Section  3.  These  statistics  shall  be  considered  confidential  and 
shall  not  be  published  except  in  the  aggregate  in  the  annual 
report  of  the  secretary,  or  oftener  as  may  be  directed. 

Section  4.  To  facilitate  the  collection  of  the  statistics,  as  con- 
templated in  the  foregoing  section,  every  member  who  is  con- 
nected with  or  interested  in  a  factory  or  creamery,  shall  give 
the  secretary  the  name  and  location  of  such  factory. 

Section  5.  Failure  to  comply  with  the  requirements  of  this 
rule,  shall  subject  the  offender  to  a  fine  of  not  less  than  one  nor 
more  than  five  dollars  for  the  first  offense,  and  suspension  for

RULE  XIV— MISCELLANEOUS. 

Section  1.  No  appropriation  of  money  or  other  property  of  the 
Association  shall  be  made,  except  to  defray  its  legitimate  busi- 
ness expenditures,  or  to  promote  the  purposes  of  its  organiza- 
tion. 

Section  2.  Smoking  in  the  Exchange  rooms  of  the  Association 
shall  be  deemed  discourteous  and  offensive  conduct,  and  the 
same  is  hereby  prohibited. 

Section  3.  Fifteen  (15)  members  of  the  Association  shall  con- 
stitute a  quorum,  but  a  smaller  number  shall  have  power  to 
adjourn  from  time  to  time. 

Section  4.  The  Association  shall  have  power  to  appoint  all 
delegates  or  representatives  to  other  deliberative  gatherings 
in  which  the  Association  may  be  entitled  to  a  voice,  and  in 
which  it  may  desire  representation.

RULE  XV— VISITORS. 

Section  1.  Any  member  has  the  privilege  of  introducing  a 
visitor  upon  the  floor  of  the  Exchange,  with  the  understanding 
that  such  visitor  shall  neither  solicit  nor  transact  any  business. 

Section  2.  The  name  of  such  visitor  shall  be  entered  upon  the 
register  by  any  member  introducing  him,  and  such  member 
shall  be  responsible  for  the  acts  of  the  party  introduced. 

Section  3.  No  visitor  may  be  introduced  upon  the  floor  of  the 
Exchange  two  weeks  in  succession,  and  not  to  exceed  twice  in 
the  same  quarter.  All  previous  rules  on  this  subject  are  hereby 
repealed. 

RULE  XVI— REPEALING  CLAUSE. 

Section  1.  All  former  rules  and  by-laws  of  the  Association  are 
hereby  repealed:  Provided,  Pending  complaints  and  complaints 
based  on  transactions  or  defaults  which  have  occurred  prior 
to  the  adoption  hereof,  shall  be  governed  by  the  rules  hereto- 
fore in  force.

CLASSIFICATION  OF  BUTTER. 

All  butter  offered  upon  this  Board  shall  be  assumed  to  be 
butter  churned,  salted  and  packed  in  a  creamery,  from  cream 
which  is  separated  from  the  milk  in  the  creamery  where  the 
butter  Is  made,  unless  otherwise  designated. 

Extra.— Flavor  must  be  quick,  full,  fine  and  fresh,  taste  must 
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be    pleasant    and    sweet;    brine    perfectly    clear    and    little    Grade  for  butter 
of   it;    body   and   grain    must    be   perfect;    color   even  and 
uniform,  and  good  for  the  market  for  which  the  butter  is  in- 
tended; properly  salted,  neither  g-ritty  nor  flat:  package,  good 
and  uniform,  and  not  less  than  Ave  hoops  for  a  60-lb.  tub. 


TARES. 

Section  1.  In  the  sale  of  any  property  in  packages,  involving  Tares, 
the  question  of  tare,  the  actual  weight  of  packages  (to  be  ascer- 
tained by  stripping,  at  the  time  of  delivery),  shall  be  deducted 
from  the  gross  weight.  In  case  the  purchaser  shall  require  stripp: 
the  weighing  and  stripping  of  butter  that  has  been  delivered 
on  marked  weights,  such  weighing  and  stripping  shall  be  done, 
and  the  results  reported,  within  three  (3)  business  days  (in- 
cluding the  day  of  delivery)  after  delivery,  or  the  purchaser 
shall  have  no  right  of  reclamation  on  the  seller.

REGULATIONS  FOR  THE  INSPECTION  OF  BUTTER. 

1st.  Any  inspector  whenever  called  upon  by  a  member  of  this 
Board  in  good  standing  to  inspect  his  butter  shall  do  so  as 
promptly  as  practicable. 

2d.  If  upon  inspection  the  butter  is  found  to  be  what  is  known 
as  Extra,  representing  the  very  best  quality  as  described  in 
the  by-laws  of  this  Board,  the  inspector  shall  affix  upon  each 
package  thus  inspected  the  official  stamp  of  this  Board,  bear-  Butter  to  be 
ing  date  of  inspection  on  the  side  or  body  of  the  package.  stamped. 

3d.  Any  package  or  packages  of  butter  not  coming  up  to  this 
standard,  shall  not  be  stamped  by  the  inspector.  " 

4th.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  inspectors  to  ascertain  beyond 
doubt  that  the  butter  upon  which  they  affix  the  stamp  has  been 
made  in  a  factory  or  creamery  owned  and  operated  by  a  member  inspect  members' 
of  the  Elgin  Board  of  Trade,  and  under  no  circumstances  shall  ""'y- 
they  place  the  stamp  upon  any  other.  Any  member  who  shall 
make  false  representation  as  to  this  matter  to  the  inspector  shall 
be  liable  to  prosecution  under  the  by-laws. 

5th.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  inspector  to  enter  in  a  book,  inspector's  record, 
to  be  provided  by  the  directors,  a  true  statement  of  every  lot 
of  butter  thus  inspected  by  him,  giving  date,  name  of  owner 
and  factory,  number  of  all  packages  stamped,  and  number  of 
packages  rejected.

EXTRACT  FORM  PROCEEDINGS  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  DI- 
RECTORS, DEFINING  THE  POWERS  OF  THE  BOARD 
OP  DIRECTORS  REGARDING  THE  FILLING  OF  ALL 
APPOINTABLE  OFFICES. 

Any  inspector  of  this  Board  who  shall  be  called  to  inspect  any 
lot  of  butter,  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  from  the  party 
against  whom  his  decision  is  rendered: 

1st.  His  traveling  expenses  to  and  from  his  place  of  residence 
to  the  place  of  inspection;  and 

2d.  The  following  fees:  For  lots  of  25  tubs  or  less,  one  dollar, 
and  2  cents  per  tub  additional  for  every  tub  over  25,  if  the  lots 
exceed  that  number. 

The  party  against  whom  the  decision  of  the  inspector  is  ren- 
dered may  appeal  within  24  hours  from  the  decision  of  the  in- 
spector to  a  committee  of  three  members  of  the  Board;  one  of 
them  to  be  chosen  by  the  buyer  and  one  by  the  seller.  The  two 
chosen  shall  select  a  third,  and  from  their  decision  there  shall 
be  no  appeal. 

Each  member  of  such  committee  shall  receive  his  traveling 
expenses  and  a  fee  of  ,|2.00,  which,  together  with  the  costs  of 
original  inspection,  shall  be  paid  by  the  party  against  whom  the 
final  decision  shall  be  rendered.

Article  8.  The  presiding  officer  shall  be  the  judge  of  all  ques- 
tions of  order  and  proceedings,  and  when  the  rules  of  the  As- 
sociatior,  or  of  parlimentary  order  are  infringed  upon,  he  may 
call  any  member  to  order.

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CONSTITUTION  OF  VILLAGE  IMPROVEMENT  SOCIETIES. 


Article  1.  This  society  shall  be  called  the    Improvement 

Society. 

Article  2.  The  object  of  this  society  shall  be  to  improve  and  ornament  tne 
streets  and  public  grounds  of  the  village  by  planting  and  cultivating  trees,  es- 
tablishing and  protecting  grass-plats  and  border's  in  the  avenues,  and  generally 
doing  whatever  may  tend  to  the  improvement  of  the  village  as  a  place  of  resi- 
dence. 

Article  3.  The  business  of  the  society  shall  be  conducted  by  a  board  of  nine 
directors,  five  gentlemen  and  four  ladies,  to  be  elected  annually  by  the  society, 
who  shall  constitute  the  board.  This  board  shall,  from  its  own  number,  elect 
one  president,  two  vice  presidents,  a  secretary  and  treasurer,  and  shall  appoint 
such  committees  as  they  may  deem  advisable  to  further  the  ends  of  the  society. 

Article  4.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  president,  and,  in  his  absence  of  the  senior 
vice  president,  to  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  society  and  to  carry  out  all 
ordeis  of  the  board  of  directors. 

Article  5.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  secretary  to  keep  a  correct  and  careful 
record  of  all  proceedings  of  the  society  and  of  the  board  of  directors  in  a  book 
suitable  for  their  ijreservation,  and  such  other  duties  as  ordinarily  pertain  to  the 
office. 

Article  6.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  treasurer  to  keep  the  funds  of  the  society, 
and  to  make  such  disbursements  as  may  be  ordered  by  the  board  of  directors. 

Article  7.  No  debt  shall,  be  contracted  by  the  board  of  directors  beyond  the 
amount  of  available  funds  within  their  control  to  pay  it,  and  no  member  of  this 
society  shall  be  liable  for  any  debt  of  the  society  beyond  the  amount  of  his  or 
her  subscription. 

Article  8.  Any  adult  person  may  become  a  member  of  this  society  by  paying 
two  dollars  ($2.00)  annually.  Any  person  not  of  age  who  shall  plant  and  pro- 
tect a  tree,  under  the  direction  of  the  board  of  directors,  or  shall  pay  the  sum 
of  .$1.00  annually,  may  become  a  member  of  this  society  until  of  age,  after  which 
time  the  annual  dues  shall  be  increased  to  two  dollars  ($2.00),  the  same  as  other 
adults. 

Article  9.  The  annual  meeting  of  the  society  shall  be  held  during  the  first  week 
in  October  at  such  place  as  the  board  of  directors  may  select,  and  a  notice  of  such 
meeting  shall  be  posted  in  prominent  places  through  the  village.  Other  meetings 
of  the  society  may  be  called  by  the  Board  of  Directors  when  desirable. 

Article  10.  At  the  annual  meeting  the  board  of  directors  shall  report  the  amount 
of  money  received  during  the  year  and  the  source  from  which  it  has  been  re- 
ceived; the  amount  of  money  expended  dui'ing  the  year,  and  the  objects  for 
which  It  has  been  expended;  the  number  of  trees  planted  at  the  cost  of  the 
society,  and  the  number  planted  by  individuals:  and,  generally,  all  acts  of  the 
board  that  may  be  of  interest  to  the  society.  This  report  shall  be  entered  on  the 
record  of  the  society. 

Article  11.  This  constitution  may  be  amended  with  the  approval  of  two-thirds 
of  the  members  present  at  any  annual  meeting  of  the  society,  or  at  any  special 
meeting  called  for  that  purpose,  a  month's  notice  of  the  proposed  a,mendment, 
with  its  object,  having  been  given.

CONSTITUTION. 
ARTICLE  I. 

The  name  of  this  organization  shall  be  the  Honesdale  Improvement  Asso- 
ciation. 

ARTICLE  II. 

The  object  of  said  association  shall  be  the  improvement  and  ornamentation  of 
the  streets,  grounds  and  parks  of  the  borough  of  Honesdale,  and  the  encourage- 
ment and  assistance,  in  everj"  practicable  way,  of  whatever  may  promote  public 
convenience  and  health,  and  render  the  town  more  attractive  as  a  place  of 
residence. 

ARTICLE  III. 

Section  1.  The  officers  of  this  Association  shall  be  a  president,  three  vice 
presidents,  treasurer,  secretary  and  an  executive  committee,  which  shall  be 
composed  of  the  above  named  officers  and  nine  other  persons,  all  to  be  elected 
annually  by  the  Association.  These  officers  shall  have  the  general  direction, 
management  and  control  of  the  affairs  of  the  Association,  with  power  to  appoint 
all  .such  special  committees  as  they  may  deem  expedient,  to  act  under  their  di- 
rection. The  chairman  of  each  special  committee  shall  become  a  member  of 
the  executive  committee. 

Section  2.  The  annual  meeting  of  the  Association  for  the  election  of  officers 
and  reception  of  reports  of  its  transactions,  shall  be  held  at  the  Town  Hall,  on 
the  first  Monday  in  April,  of  which  due  notice  shall  be  given  by  the  Secretary. 
The  Committee  may  also  call  such  other  meetings  as  they  may  deem  necessary 
foi-  the  interests  of  the  Association. 

Section  3.  Seven  members  of  the  Executive  Committee  shall  be  a  quorum. 

Section  4.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  hold  monthly  meetings,  and  any 
extra  meetings  which  they  may  deem  expedient. 

ARTICLE  IV.  ■  ' 

Section  1.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  have  the  practical  control  and  man- 
agement of  the  affairs  of  the  Association;  the  disbursement  of  all  moneys  shall 
be  by  the  treasurer,  on  order  signed  by  the  president  and  attested  by  the  secre- 
tary. No  debts  shall  be  contracted  by  them  beyond  the  amount  of  the  available 
means  witKin  their  control. 

(It  is  earnestly  recommended  that  entertainment  committees,  in  purchasing 
supplies,  shall  patronize  our  own  dealers.) 

•  ARTICLE  V. 

Section  1.  Any  lady  may  become  a  member  of  this  Association  by  paying  the 
annual  fee  of  fifty  cents.

Article  1.  This  organization  shall  be  known  as  the   Road

Article  3.  Any  person  may  become  a  member  on  payment  of  one  dollar  per 
annum,  and  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  at  annual  meetings.

Article  7  The  council  shall  fill  all  vacancies  occurring  by  resignation  or  other- 
wise and  they  may  drop  from  their  number  any  member  who  shall  persistent  y 
r^icThil  duty,  or  manifest  indifference  by  non-attendance  of  the  monthly 
nieetings. 


Article  8.  The  constitution  and  by-laws  of  this  league  may  be  changed  by  a 
two-thirds  vote  of  the  entire  council,  notice  of  such  change  having  been  given 
in  writing  at  a  preceding  meeting.

ARTICLE  I. 

The  name  of  this  society  shall  be  Good  Roads  Association  of 


ARTICLE  II. 

Its  object  shall  be  to  combine  and  associate  together  all  citizens  of  

county  favorable  to  the  greater  improvement  of  the  roads  and  highways  of  the 
county;  in  order  that  by  their  union  they  may  work  effectually  to  give  to  this 
county  a  system  of  permanently  built  roads,  and  bring  about  thorough  and  sub- 
stantial reform  in  methods  and  practice,  as  applied  to  the  care  and  repair  of 
all  roads  in  the  county:  to  teach  the  people  and  arouse  in  them  an  interest  in 
and  a  desire  for  better  roads  and  permanent  highways;  and  to  start  a  sentiment 
and  popular  demand  in  this  direction  that  must,  and  we  believe,  will  only  end 
when  the  county  shall  have  been  released  from  the  thraldom  of  mud  and  mire, 
and  from  the  disgrace  and  woeful  waste  of  our  present  antiquated  methods  of 
road  building  and  road  repair. 

ARTICLE  III. 

Any  person  of  good  moral  character  and  over  the  age  of  sixteen  years,  resi- 
dent within  the  county,  may  become  and  remain  a  member  of  the  association 
by  giving  in  writing  his  name,  residence  or  address,  occupation  and  age,  to 

the  financial  secretai-y  of  the  association  at    and  agreeing  over  his 

signature  to  comply  with  the  rules  and  requirements  of  the  association:  and 
in  addition  thereto  paying  the  initiation  fee  of  one  dollar,  and  each  year  there- 
after, on  or  before  the  1st  day  of  May  of  each  succeeding  year,  pay  the  annual 
dues  of    per  year. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

The  regular  place  of  business  of  the  association  shall  be  at   ,  at  No.

ARTICLE  V. 

Section  1.  The  association  shall  meet  statedly  twice  a  yeai-,  namely,  on  the  first 
Tuesday  of  May  and  November,  at  10  A.  M.  for  the  transaction  of  the  business  of 
the  Association,  and  fifteen  members  shall  constitute  a  quorum. 

Section  2.  The  ofRcers  of  the  association  shall  be  elected  by  ballot  at  the  regular 
May  meeting,  and  annually  thereafter,  to  serve  one  year,  or  until  the  election 
of  their  successors. 

BY-LAWS. 

Section  1.  The  officers  of  this  association  shall  consist  of  a  president,  three 
vice  presidents,  recording  and  corresponding  secretaries,  financial  secretary, 
ti'easurer  and  three  members  who  with  the  foregoing  officers  shall  constitute  a 
board  of  nine  managers,  to  be  known  as  the  Executive  Board. 

Section  2.  In  addition  the  president  shall  on  the  day  of  his  election  name  and 
appoint  the  following  standing  committees  to  serve  one  year,  viz:  Road  commit- 
tee, press  committee,  finance  committee,  membership  committee  and  legislative 
committee,  each  to  be  composed  of  three  members,  one  of  whom  shall  be  chosen 
from  the  membership  of  the  Executive  Board,  and  who  shall  organize  within 
ten  days  thereafter. 

Section  3.  The  president  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  association,  and 
shall  upon  the  recommendation  of  the  majority  of  the  Executive  Board,  or 
written  request  of  fifteen  members  of  the  association,  call  special  meetings  of  the 
association.  In  such  case  five  day's  notice  of  said  meeting  shall  be  given,  by 
the  publication  in  a  paper  of  general  circulation  in  the  county;  of  the  time  and 
place  of  meeting  and  the  purpose  for  which  said  meeting  is  called,  and  no  other 
business  shall  be  considered  at  such  meeting.  He  shall  be  ex-officio  chairman  of 
the  Executive  Committee,  shall  appoint  all  committees  not  otherwise  provided 
for  in  the  motion  calling  for  them;  shall  sign  all  orders  for  money  ordered  by 
the  Executive  Board  upon  the  treasurer,  and  perform  all  other  duties  ordinarily 
incident  to  his  office. 

Section  4.  In  the  absence  or  disability  of  the  president  the  vice  president  shall 
perform  his  duties  in  the  order  of  their  priority. 

Section  5.  a.  The  recording  and  corresponding  secretary  shall  record  and  preserve 
the  minutes  of  each  regular  and  special  meeting  of  the  association  in  a  book 
provided  for  that  purpose,  in  which  he  shall  first  engross  these  by-laws  and  con- 
stitution. 

b.  He  shall  make  entry  in  alphabetical  order  of  all  members'  names  in  said 
book  together  with  their  respective  addresses,  a  list  of  which  shall  be  furnished 
him  by  the  financial  secretary;  shall  prepare  and  have  printed  Islanks  in  proper 
form  for  applications  for  membership  in  the  association;  give  notice  to  all  mem- 
bers personally  or  by  postal  of  their  election  to  office  or  appointment  on  com- 
mittee, and  give  proper  notice  of  all  special  meetings  when  called  by  the 
l^resident. 

c  He  shall  attend  to  all  correspondence  of  the  association  not  otherwise  pro- 
vided for,  keeping  copies  of  all  letters  sent  and  received,  reporting  same  to  the 
Executive  Board  at  their  next  regular  meeting;  and  shall  at  the  expense  of  the 
society  provide  all  necessary  paper,  stationery,  books,  stamps,  etc.,  that  shall  be 
required  or  ordered  by  the  Executive  Board,  and  shall  perform  all  such  other 
duties  as  the  Executive  Board  shall  direct  consistent  with  his  oflice.  He  shall 
countersign  all  orders  signed  by  the  president  and  keep  a  memorandum  of  the 
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Section  6.  The  financial  secretary-treasurer  shall  make  and  keep  a  roll  of  the 
society,  he  shall  receive  and  credit  all  dues  and  fees  not  otherwise  provided  for; 
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pay  all  orders  when  drawn  in  accordance  with  these  by-laws;  keep  an  accurate 
account  of  all  monies  so  received  and  expended  in  a  book  for  that  purpose;  and 
keep  said  book  at  all  times  open  for  inspection  of  the  Executive  Board,  and  pay 
over  the  balance  in  his  hands  at  the  termination  of  his  office  to  his  successor  in 
office. 

Section  7.  a.  The  Executive  Board  shall  meet  once  a  month  at  the  regular  place 
of  meeting-,  on  the  first  Tuesday  of  each  month,  and  shall  have  general  super- 
vision of  the  affairs  of  the  association;  it  shall  see  that  the  aims  and  purposes  of 
the  association  are  faithfully  carried  out  and  followed  up  with  energy  and  effect; 
and  shall  to  that  end  devise  ways  and  means  through  and  by  the  several  stand- 
ing committees,  to  increase  the  membership,  to  enlist  the  services  of  the  county 
press,  to  furnish  literature  and  instruction  to  supervisors  to  agitate  the  good 
road  question  at  Farmers'  Institutes,  and  to  aid  in  securing  all  needed  and  desi- 
rable legislation. 

b.  They  shall  keep  a  minute  of  all  their  meetings  and  report  results  and  plans 
of  their  work  at  all  regular  meetings  of  the  association,  audit  the  books  and  ac- 
counts of  the  secretary  and  treasurer  and  adopt  such  rules  not  inconsistent  here- 
with as  in  their  judgment  will  best  serve  the  ends  and  aims  of  the  association. 

c.  In  conjunction  with  the  finance  committee,  they  shall  in  a  measure  indicate 
to  each  of  the  standing  committees  how  much  of  the  funds  of  the  association 
may  be  available  for  the  use  of  said  committee,  and  shall  examine  and  pass  upon 
all  bills  contracted  upon  the  credit  of  the  association,  and  on  approval  shall  order 
the  same  paid  by  the  treasurer.  Said  orders  to  be  drawn  by  the  secretary, 
signed  by  the  president  and  countersigned  by  the  secretary. 

d.  Any  member  of  the  Executive  Board  failing  to  attend  for  three  successive 
meetings  of  the  Board,  ithout  assigning  therefor  good  and  sufficient  cause  to 
the  secretary  for  his  continued  absence  will  forfeit  his  right  to  his  membership  in 
the  Board;  and  the  president  after  one  month's  notice  to  him,  shall  appoint  a 
successor  to  fill  the  vacancy  in  said  Board. 

e.  Five  members  shall  constitute  a  quorum  of  the  Executive  Board,  but  any 
number  may  adjourn  to  a  day  to  be  fixed  by  them. 

Section  8.  a.  The  road  committee  shall  as  nearly  as  practicable  ascf  -tain  and 
report  to  the  Executive  Board  the  general  condition  of  the  roads  and  pikes  in 
the  county,  and  suggest  such  measures  as  they  may  think  advisable  for  improv- 
ing their  condition;  they  shall  make  a  complete  list  of  name,  postoffice  and  town- 
ship of  each  supervisor  of  the  county,  and  in  addition  thereto  ascertain  names 
and  addresses  of  influential  and  progressive  men  of  every  township,  and  shall 
furnish  a  copy  of  said  names  to  the  proper  sources  for  the  purpose  of  having  good 
road  literature  and  instruction  sent  them  by  the  several  road  bureaus. 

b.  They  shall  obtain  the  help  and  appoint  an  active  person  in  each  township 
as  a  "road  committeeman,"  who  will  agree  to  aid  them  in  their  work,  and  to  act 
for  and  in  behalf  of  the  association  in  gathering  and  disseminating  information 
in  their  respective  townships,  and  to  act  as  a  campaign  committee  upon  any 
approaching  election  on  road  issues.  They  shall  keep  a  book  of  all  names  and 
addresses  gathered  by  them  and  hand  the  same  to  their  successors  in  office,  of  at 
the  order  of  the  Executive  Board. 

e.  They  shall,  when  directed  by  the  Executive  Board,  represent  the  association 
in  all  matters  and  proceedings  by  which  any  roads  or  pikes  of  the  county  are 
to  be  particularly  effected. 

Section  9.  The  press  committee  shall  endeavor  to  enlist  the  active  support  and 
assistance  of  the  newspapers  of  the  county  in  a  campaign  of  education  in  the 
"good  roads"  movement;  whenever  practicable  they  should  obtain  the  use  of  a 
column  or  more  weekly  in  said  papers,  to  be  filled  each  week  by  said  commit- 
tee, either  with  original  matter  applicable  to  the  county  roads,  or  by  other  good 
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roads  matter,  that  will  be  furnished  either  by  the  road  committee  of  the  L.  A.  W., 
or  by  the  National  Bureau  of  Road  Information,  at  Washington.  They  shall  see 
that  all  matters  of  news  relating  to  the  work  of  the  association  to  the  growth 
and  success  of  the  association,  and  the  general  advancement  of  the  cause,  is 
promptly  furnished  to  the  newspapers. 

Section  10.  a.  The  membership  committee  shall  endeavor  to  swell  the  member- 
ship of  the  association  by  all  possible  means,  by  soliciting  through  the  press 
committee,  and  working  it  up  through  the  road  committeemen  in  the  town- 
ships. 

b.  They  shall  design  and  have  made  a  membership  pin,  button  or  badge  to  be 
furnished  to  each  member  of  the  association  as  a  receipt  for  his  initiation  fee, 
and  so  stamped  or  marked  as  to  plainly  show  that  he  is  a  member  of  the  asso- 
ciation and  has  his  dues  paid  to  date  in  each  successive  year. 

Section  11.  a.  The  legislative  committee  shall  act  as  an  auxiliary  to  the  good 
road  committee  of  the  L.  A.  W.,  and  to  the  good  road  bureau  of  the  Agricul- 
tural Department. 

Through  their  representatives  at  both  Harrisburg  and  Washington  try  to  gain 
favorable  consideration  of  all  such  legislation  as  said  bureau  or  committees 
shall  desire  or  recommend. 

Upon  all  questions  effecting  roads  that  may  be  submitted  to  the  voters  of  the 
county  at  any  election,  they  shall  use  all  fair  means  to  have  a  favorable  result 
at  the  polls,  and  whenever  it  is  possible  under  existing  laws  to  have  the  people 
of  the  county  to  take  action  in  convention  or  otherwise  for  bettering  the  roads, 
they  shall  take  steps  to  bring  about  such  action,  and  see  that  such  action  is 
wisely  guided  and  made  effective. 

b.  They  shall  procure  the  publication  and  dissemination  among  the  public  of 
all  new  legislation  relating  to  or  affecting  the  roads,  and  see  that  the  public  are 
kept  informed  upon  all  such  legislation  passed  or  proposed. 

Section  12.  a.  The  finance  committee  shall  by  the  use  of  the  press  of  the 
county  endeavor  to  arouse  an  interest  in  favor  of  the  association  throughout  the 
county  To  solicit  financial  contributions  from  public-spirited  citizens  to  aid 
the  work  of  the  association,  and  devise  means  by  public  entertainments,  etc., 
to  raise  funds,  if  other  means  fail,  to  pay  the  necessary  expenses  of  the  associa- 

They  shall  by  and  with  the  consent  of  the  Executive  Board,  make  an  ap- 
proximate apportionment  to  the  standing  committees  of  a  share  of  the  funds 
available  each  year  for  the  prosecution  of  the  work  of  the  association,  so  that 
the  funds  may  be  raised  liberally  and  wisely  expended. 

Section  13  Two  of  any  committee  shall  constitute  a  quorum,  and  one  may  ad- 
journ to  a  day  fixed.  Each  committee  shall  meet  once  a  month  and  report  their 
work  to  the  Executive  Board  and  submit  to  them  for  approval  and  payment  all 

bills  contracted  by  them.  „^c.r.df^a 
Section  14  These  by-laws  and  constitution  can  only  be  changed  or  amended 
by  submitting  such  amendment  in  writing  at  regular  meeting  of  the  associa- 
tion and  reading  the  same,  after  which  it  must  lay  upon  the  table  until  the  next 
regular  meeting  when  nt  may  be  called  up  for  passage,  but  shall  not  pass  unless 
sustained  by  two-thirds  of  members  present. 
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DIRECTIOXS  FOR  CONSTITUTING  COUNTY  COMMITTEES  ON 
INSTITUTE  WORK  IN  THE  SEVERAL  COUNTIES  OF  PENN- 
SYLVANIA. 


The  act  of  March  13th.  1895  (Section  5),  makes  the  following-  provisions:  "That 
it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Director  of  Institutes  to  arrange  them  in  such  manner 
as  to  time  and  places  of  holding  the  same,  as  to  secure  the  greatest  economy 
and  efficiency  of  service,  and  to  this  end  he  shall,  in  each  county  where  such 
institutes  are  to  be  held,  confer  and  advise  with  the  local  members  of  the  State 
Board  of  Agriculture,  together  with  the  representatives  duly  appointed  by  each 
county  agricultural,  horticultural  or  other  like  organization,  with  reference  to  the 
appointment  of  speakers  and  other  local  arrangements." 

In  order  to  carry  this  provision  of  the  law  into  effect,  the  Director  of  Institutes 
directs  that  these  representatives,  one  from  each  county  organization  as  stated, 
duly  chosen  and  properly  accredited,  together  with  the  local  member  of  the 
State  Board  of  Agriculture,  shall  constitute  a  Board  of  County  Institute  Mana- 
gers, of  which  the  local  member  of  the  State  Board  of  Agriculture  shall  be  the 
chairman.  The  organizations  entitled  to  representation  are:  County  Agricultural 
Societies,  County  Horticultural  Societies,  Pomona  Granges  and  County  Al- 
liances. 

The  duty  of  this  Board  shall  be  to  confer  and  advise  with  each  other  and  with 
the  Director  of  Institutes,  with  reference  to  the  appointment  of  speakers  and 
other  local  arrangements  for  holding  institutes. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  county  organization  named,  to  notify  the  Director 
of  Institutes  of  the  appointment  of  its  representative,  and  at  the  same  time 
g-ive  a  similar  notice  to  the  local  member  of  the  State  Board  of  Agriculture,  if 
there  be  one  in  that  county. 

The  local  member  of  the  State  Board  of  Agriculture,  together  with  these 
representatives  of  the  county  organizations,  shall  meet  for  organization  on  the 
second  Tuesday  of  June  in  each  year,  at  1  o'clock  P.  M.,  in  the  county  town,  at 
the  office  of  the  county  commissioners.  At  this  meeting  the  places  for  holding  in- 
stitutes for  the  ensuing  season  shall  be  selected,  the  same  to  be  subject  to  the  ap- 
proval of  the  Director  of  Institutes.  An  Institute  Committee  will  also  be  ap- 
pointed, at  this  time,  for  each  locahty  in  which  institutes  are  to  be  held. 

The  local  member  of  the  State  Board,  and  each  duly  accredited  representative 
of  the  county  organizations  in  attendance  upon  this  meeting,  shall  upon  the 
certificate  of  the  chairman  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  be  paid  his  expenses,  not  to 
exceed  two  dollars. 

In  these  meetings  every  member  shall  have  equal  voice,  and  the  action  of  the 
majority  shall  decide.  Notice  of  the  action  of  the  Board  shall  be  sent  by  the 
chairman  to  the  Director  of  Institutes,  within  ten  days  after  the  meeting. 

In  counties  where  the  State  Board  of  Agriculture  has  no  member,  or  when  he 
may  for  any  reason  decline  to  serve  as  member  and  chairman  of  the  committee, 
the  representatives  of  the  county  organizations  mentioned,  shall  elect  a  chairman 
and  notify  the  Director  of  Institutes  of  the  fact.  Or,  if  after  the  meeting  for  or- 
ganization the  chairman  does  not  call  a  second  meeting  of  the  committee  at  least 
sixty  days  prior  to  the  date  fixed  for  holding  the  first  Institute,  then  the  other 
m.embers  shall  meet  and  proceed  to  arrange  for  the  Institute,  first  notifying  the 
;Director  of  Institutes  of  their  action. 

In  case  no  representative  from  any  county  organizations  of  that  county  shall 
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appear  in  the  meeting  on  the  second  Tuesday  of  June  as  stated,  then  the  local 
member  of  the  State  Board  of  Agriculture  shall  immediately  report  the  fact  to 
the  Director  of  Institutes  and  proceed  to  arrange  for  the  holding  of  Institutes 
that  year,  without  further  consultation  with  the  local  organizations. 

All  moneys  allotted  to  any  county,  for  use  in  Institute  work,  will  be  paid  to  the 
chairman  of  the  local  committee,  to  be  accounted  for  by  him  in  an  itemized 
statement,  audited  and  signed  by  auditors  appointed  by  the  committee,  and  then 
forwarded  to  this  Department,  not  later  than  the  first  day  of  May  in  each  year.
